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"THE SCOURGE SLOWIA SPREADING. 


EIGHT CASES OF SUSPECTED CHOLERA RE- 
PORTED AT MADRID—THE DISEASE AT 
VALENCIA. 

MADRID, June 9.—Special wards in the hos- 
pitals have been assigned for suspected cases 
of choiera. The authorities are visiting the 
poorer quarters of the city and attending to 
the disinfection of the houses. Vessels from 
Valencia are subjected to three days’ 
quarantine at other Spanish ports. France, 
Italy, and Germany quarantine ves- 
sels from Valencia. There were eight 
suspected cases of cholera reported 
here today. There was also a rumor that four 
deaths had occurred from the same disease. 
In the Cortes Sefior Romero y Robledo, Minis- 
ter of the Interior, made a statement which 
confirmed the truth of the report of an out- 
break of cholera in Valencia. He denied, 
however, that any autheaticated case of 
cholera had yet appeared in Madrid. The 
Government, said the Minister, would readopt 
the extraordinary precautionary measures 
taken during the outbreak of the disease in 
1884, when it erected lazarettos and established 
cordons of troops for the purpose of isolating 
the districts infected. g 

The Guardia Civile have evacuated their 
barracks owing to the breaking out of cholera. 
Of four cases in the barracks three proved 
fatal. The men are now encamped in a village 
on the outskirts of the city. Measures are 
being taken to thoroughly fumigate and disin- 
fect the barracks, also all private houses in 
which cholera has made its appearance. 
There were seven fresh cases of 
cholera in Valencia yesterday. All persons 
arriving in Valencia by sea are subjected to 
three days’ observation, and all persons wisb- 
ing to leave the city must show a properly-at- 
tested certificate ot good health; all persons 
arriving from towus where there are cholera 
cases are promptly sent.to the lazarettos. This 
evening a meeting was held at the Ministry of 
Commerce to appoint a special Sanitary Com- 
mittee charged with the duty of concerting 
measures to prevent the importation and 
spread of cholera in France. A rigid quaran- 
tine will probably be enforced along the Span- 
ish frontier and in the southern ports. 


The Madrid correspondent of the London 
Standard, writing May 28, states that the de- 
fense of Dr. Ferran and his inoculation as a 
preventive of cholera has been very warmly 
taken up by a majority of the newspapers and 
by some medical men, who consider the con- 
duct of the Government arbitrary. In an in- 
terview with the doctor the correspondent was 
informed that Dr. Ferran was sent to Mar- 
seilies and Toulon last year by the Town of 
Barcelona, with two other surgeons, 
to study the cholera, and there 
he began the experiments which 
be afterwards continued at Tortosa, and in the 
cholera-stricken districta of the Province of 
Valencia, which led to his cultivating and inoc- 
ulating with the famous microbe or bacilius of 
Drs. Koch and Pasteur. He began inoculation 
in March and operated upon 6,500 persons; 
other surgeons inoculated a large number. 
He believes that a smgie inoculation 
is often a sufficient preservative, but he 


: recommends a second and even a third experi- 


ment, as not a single person who has been in- 
oculated was died of cholera. The greatest 
care must be taken to examine the virus used 
with a microscope-to ascertain if it is sound, 
and if no other element or microbe has got 


mixed with the cholera waccine. Dr.

A FEARFOL WATERSPOUT. 


Later Reports from the Scene of the 
Flood in Mexico Increase 
atin LO OF Taide, 


Hundreds of People Drowned—Fright- 
ful Panic in a Theatre Caused by 
Rushing Waters. 


The Weak Trampled Under Foot by the 
Strong and Many Fata ly Injured— 
Build.ngs Flooded, 


Ex Paso, Tex., June 9.—Further particulars 
ot the fearful waterspout which burst near 
Lagos, Mexico, the 6th inst. were received here 
tonight. The loss of life proves to be greater 
than at first reported. 

At Pueblo Cuarantas the rushing waters in a 
few minutes rose to a hight of twenty-five 
feet. This great flood swept everything be- 
fore it, and at that place alone nearly 200 lives 
were lost. . 

Great distress prevails along the entire val- 
ley, and immediate relief is greatly needed. 
Particulars from other points have not yet 
been received. | 

The large City of Guanajuto was flooded by 
a tremendous waterspout, which did dread- 


ful damage. The waterspout burst at a point 


about a mile above the city, and in a few mo- 


ments rushing waters to the depth of six feet 


covered the very centre of the city. 
A FRIGHTFUL PANIC. 

A complimentary amateur performance in 
honor of the Governor and ex-President Man- 
ual Gonzales was in progress atthe theatre 
at the time the waterspout burst. The 
building was crowded with the élite of the city. 
When an alarm was sounded at about half- 
past 10 o’clock a wild panic ensued in the 
theatre. Women fainted and all seemed 
frenzied with fear. Every one rushed for the 
door, trampling the weak under foot. The 


scene was indescribable. Many persons were 


fatally injured. 
BUILDINGS FLOODED. 
The force of the flood down the street broke 


open many doors. » 

The office of the Singer Sewing-Machine Com- 
pany bad six feet of water in it, and many 
other buildings suffered likewise. 

The damage is estimated at over $100,000. 
The principal sufferers are Obregon & Co., 
Lorenzo Marquese, and the Singer Sewing-Ma- 
chine Company. 

It is not yet known how many lives were 
lost.

Bear. Steele encountered Big-Bear’s scouts 


ten miles this side of their position at Onion 
Lake, and wasfired on by them.

reached the Indian camp they were retiring to 
a stronghold on a high wooded island or penin- 
sula in the lake, surrounded by high banks. 
The Indians do notin their flight make more 
than ten miles per day, and are sure to 
meet with disaster. Steele found the 
Indian camp on the marsby shores of the 
lake, and engaged some of the party who 
After 


a ford 100 yards across. Steele followed the 
Indians, and, under a heavy fire from the island, 
occupied their camp, from which the valuables 
had been removed, and maintained his position 
for one hour, when he retired, carrying his 
wounded on acaptured buckboard. Mackay, 
a police interpreter, before retiring, asked the 
Indians across the lake to return the prieon- 
ers, but they replied that they would keep 
them, as the troops bad come into the country 


to fight, and they would fight it out. As he 


was retiring a number of Indians who 
bad crossed from the island were seen 
moving along the bank to outflank our 
party. Mackay, although he sbowed a white 
flag, was under fire all the time he was speak- 
ing. After Thursday’s fight Steele found the 
bodies of five Indians in the camp which they 


took possession of, and says they killed eight 


or ten altogether in the fight. Our wounded 
hav» been sent to Fort Pitt. The Sixty-fifth 
Regiment expects to receive orders for home in 
afewdays. Four boats are being got ready 
at Fort Pitt to take troops to Winnipeg via 
Lake Winnipeg.

prisoners and escaped from his camp, states 
that seven lodges of prisoners, by the 
aid of their keeper, Longfellow, one 
of Chief Saskatikooch’s head men at Onion 
Lake, escaped from Big-Bear’s camp Thurs- 
day, May 28, during fighting, thirteen miles 
northeast of Fort Pitt. Mrs. Gowanlock was 
purchased by Peter, a half-breed, for $30 and 
ahorse. Mrs. Delaney was purchased by John 
Pritchard for three horses. Following are the 
names of the escaped prisoners: The Rev. C. 
Quinney and wife, W. Cameron, Mr. Halpen, 
Mr. Dufresne, Mr. Lenhane and wife and three 
children, Mr. Pambrene, wife, and three 
daughters. The Indians were well intrenched 
in seventy-two rifie-pits, each having a capacity 
for ten riflemen, and posted on sloping ground so 
that a fire could be kept up from ali at the 
same time. |

_ PREVENTION OF PAUPERISM. 


THE SUBJECT HANDLED IN PAPERS READ 
AT THE ——— eta OF CHARITIES 2 
CORRECTIONS. 

WasuHInGTOon, D. C., June 9.—At the evening 
session of the Charities and Corrections Con- 
ference Mr. Frank Tisanborn of Concord, 
Mass., Chairman of the Committee on the Pre- 
vention of Pauperism, read the amen s 
report. It said: 

Pauperism is inevitable wherever civilization ex- 
ists, and efforts should be directed to checking and 
reducing it. Codperation between public and pri- 
vate cbarities toward restraining and punishing the 
vagrant and vicious poor is recommended; also the 
removal of politics from public charity; the secur- 
ing of similar legislation on the subject in all the 


States; the strict supervision of and a small tax 


on immigrants. 

Dr. Charles 8. Hoyt, Secretary of the New 
York Board of Charities, read a paper on immi- 
gration. He submitted criticiems of the act of 
Congress ot 1882 and recommended: 

That the execution of the law be placed in the 
hands of Federal officers under the direction’of the 
Treasury Department; that the examination of im- 
migrants should be thorough and vigilant, and that 
the capacity of each immigrant for self-support 
should be conclusively established before permit- 
ting him to land; that violawons of the statutes in 
bringing criminals, insane and other helpless per- 
sons to the country should subject the owners of 


the implicated vessels to a tine in the nature of a 


libel upon the vessel; that examinations should be 
made abroad by our Consuls and commercial 
agents, and that certificates against criminals, in- 


sane persons, and other chronic paupers should be 


transmitted to the port at which they were to land, 

He read an official communication from Seo- 
retary Bayard under date of April 23 last, 
stuting that the evils of pauper immigration 
had been brought by Secretary Frelinghuysen 
to the attention of the European Govern- 
ments through our Consuls and commer- 
cial agents, but that action in the mat- 
ter had been taken only by. Austria 
and Hungary. These Governments had di- 
rected that all emigrants to America 
should be provided with certificates that they 
were to provide for themselves. He quoted 
statistics to show that an unusually iarge per- 
centage of immigrants were insane, and drew 
the conclusion that this country was being 
burdened with insane and pauper persons, or 
persons so weakened by privation as to become 
insane, sent from Europe in order to relieve 
the communities in which they live from the 
expense of caring for them.

German and Greek houses 
bought quite largely of cotton for exporta- 
tion.]

New York, June 9.—[Special. |—The defeat of 
the Gladstone party in the House of Commons 
yesterday and the hurling ot the Premier from 
power were the only topics discussed among 
the Parneilites and the more advanced Irish 
Nationalists today. The dynamiters were be- 
side themselves with glee. Mr. Patrick Ford 
of the Irish World said he preferred not to dis- 
cuss the watter at present until he had been 
furnisbed with more minute details of the de- 
feat of the Government party.

Little Van Pelt’s Supply of Profanity

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General Diesatisfaction Among the Gang—

WAsHInqron, D. C., June 9.—[Special.]—The 
Marshalship fight is ended. The gang is in 
part despondent, in part violently vindictive. 
It would be difficult to find language vigorous 
enough acaurately to represent what Van Pelt, 
for instance, said and wished to have printed.

Every 
appointment that nfan has made has gone to 
some sucker. There is not an office at his dis- 
posal I would have, but I am golug to stand 
by my friends, and 1 proclaim now 
that al! our power will be against the Adminis- 
tration, and not a ward can they carry.

This statement is obtained 
from White House officials: Until recently the 
President left the matter almost entirely to the 
Attorney-General, and gave it no personal con- 
sideration except when forced to do so by 
callers. At one time it was virtually settled 
that MeGarigle would receive Gariand’s in- 
dorsement. Later the opposition to McGarigie 
mantfested Welt Strotigly and he ‘was dropped. 
Oberly then came into prominence, and was 
lea to believe that the position would be given 
him. When his appointment was almost deter-

When the Presi- 
dent took up the case he found that the 
Congressmen were all urging a man not 
recommended by the Attorney-General; that 
the Senatorial contest might be affected by his 
action; and that the politicians were inharmo- 


nious and excited. He then decided that the 


appointment should be postponed. Since then 
the President has been unable to pay much 
attention to the case. He has been constantly 
reminded of the objections to al! the Chicago 
candidates. He has given intimations enough 
to afford the Congressmen opportunity to se- 
lect some persom whom he would be willing to 
appoint. But there were no indications of in- 
creasing harmony. Recently the President 
questioned the friends of all the other candi- 
dates as to their opinion of Marsh. There 
have been no unfavorabie replies. 


LOGAN’S INDORSEMENT. 

The Democrats claim to know that yesterday 
the Presideat asked Gen. Logan what he knew 
of Marsh, and that Marsh was spoken of by 
bis old commander as a good soldier anda 
worthy, honest man, and the Congressmen are 
chagrined to think that, psibiy, the pleasant 
words of Logan for an old soldier bad more 
weight with the President than the indorse- 
ment of the Democratic delegation for McGari- 
gle. 

Col. Lamont said today that at a late bour last 
night the President called for the papers in 
the IIlinois and Ohio Marshalsbip cases.

SPRINGFIELD, III., June 9.—[Special.]—To- 
day’s important work in the House may be 
summed up in the advancing of the following 
bilis from second to third reading: The Senate 
measure making an appropriation of $200,000 
for establisning a State home for indigent 
soldiers, Collins’ bill appropriating $300,000 for 
a female reformatory, and Quinn’s bill abolish- 
ing oonviot labor.

All the 
signs are at fault if tomorrow does not prove 
the most exciting day of the session. The Cit 
zens’ Election bill on second reading is a spe- 
clal order, and a Chicago delegation, which in- 
cludes in ite ranks Marshali Field, A. F. See- 
berger, B. M. Phelps, J. W. Doane, A. A, 
Sprague, and T. J. Potter, is here to impress 
on members the non-partisan character of the 
bill. Collius' resolution declaring that Haines 
shall be considered a self-confessed criminal if 
be does not produce the alleged biackmailing 
affidavits is also a special order. What shape 
this subject will take no one can foretell. It 
may be its consideration will be postponed, 
owing to the fact that the Speaker appeared 
before the committee today ready to say his 
say, whatever that may be, but was excused 
temporarily, as the committee was engaged on 
the butterine business. What Haines will say 
when he is given a chance nobody knows. But 
if be has been of the opinion at any time that 
the whole question of investigation rest- 
ed wholiy with him he will probably 
dismiss that idea when he reads the 
evidence that is published.

THE INVESTIGATION. 

The Investigation Committee met early in 
the afternoon and continued steadily at work 
until 6 o’clock.' The doors were closed, a new 
stenographer was employed, ani every precau- 
tion was taken to insure secrecy. After last 
Friday's experience the committee rightly con- 
cluded that every lobp-hole through which tne 
testimony might leak out should be stopped. 
Speaker Haines bad been served with a sub- 
peena in the morring, and he was the first wit- 
ness to put in an appearance. After consult- 
ing among themselves the members told Mr.

Board of Trade. He had been on the commit- 
tee of those two bodies appointed to draw up 
an anti-butterine bill, and had aiso been one of 
the delegates sent down to Springfield by the 
Elgin board. He could not recollect positively 
just what their instructions were, but they 
were to do their best to get through the Leg- 
islature a bill which would protect the 
dairy intereste against the oleomargarine 
manufacturers. In that delegation were Presi- 
dent Bartholomae, Treasurer Hintz, Jobn New- 
man, D. Woad, and otpers. For the expeuses 
of the delegation the Board of Trade had set 
aside $500.. Mr. Lovejoy could not say whether 
any of this money had been brought along or 
not. The delegation did not find the outlook 
very hopeful. President Bartholomae made a 
verbal report on their return, the substance of 
which was that, if the biil was to be got through 
the Legisiature, the codperation of every 
person interested in the dairy  busi- 
ness was necessary. Otherwise it 
would be useless to continue the 
agitation. Mr. Lovejoy’s recollection was that 
the President did not say what the expense had 
been, or whether any money had been used.

Wasnincton, D. C., June 9.—|Special. |— 
Maj. Connolly was suspended as United States 
District Attorney of the Southern District on 
technical charges. The i6th of April the At- 
torney-General directed Inspector Bowman to 
investigate charges preferred against Connol- 
ly. He was directed to discover whether the 
business of the office bad been conducted with 
proper economy and forthe best interests of 
the Government, and whether the processes of 
the courts had been used oppressively. The 
Inspector reported that it was the invariable 
rule to have all preliminary examina- 
tions for the Southern District heid 
at Springfield. This custom has prevailed 
for years, notwithstanding the fact that 
Commissioners may be found within tea or 
twenty miles of the place where the arrests 
are made. The Inspector says this is an un- 
necessary expense and works great injury to 
@efendants He finds that prosecutions have 
been instituted in the district which should 


never, in his opinion, have been entercained. 


He reported further that Connolly had not 
been as careful as he should have been in the 
matter of expense, sutordinating an econom- 
ical administration of his office to his own per- 
sonal convenience. 

An additional charge was Connolly’s failure 
to report upon the advisability of instituting 
proceedings against ex-Marshal Wheeler of 
Springfield for the alleged presentation of fic 
titious accounts. The Inspector reports that 
Connolly retained the papers in this case for 
seven months before making a report. The 
explanation said to have been given was that 
Connolly contemplated resigning March 4, 
but was subsequently induced by prominent 
Democrats to remain in office until after the Sen- 
atorial contest was ended. After this decision 
he promptly examined and reported upon the 
case, but did not institute criminal proceed- 
ings because he did not believe that the de- 
partment desired him to do so. The Inspector 
reports that this apparent neglect of duty was 
not excusable on account of a determinauon 
to resign, and the belief that the department 
did not wish to have proceedings instituted 
was contrary to explicit instructions. The In- 
spector regards it as a subterfuge and attempt 
to escape censure. 

CHARITIES AND CORRECTIONS. 

Miss Cieveland was an attentive and interest- 
ed listener to the p of the morning 
sess'on of the Coniterence of Charities and Cor- 
rections. The regular order of business was 
the report of the Committee on Preventive 
Work Among Children. The order was. bow- 
ever, temporarily postponed to permit the 
reading of a monograpb prepared by Freder- 
ick Howard Wines, Secretary ot the Lilinois 
State Board of Public Charities, on ** Sentences 
for Crime,“ which was read by the Kev. H. H. 
Hart ot Minnesota, Mr. Wines having been 
detained at home in attendance upon the 
Legisiature of IIlinois. Tune paper treats of 
the various characters of sentences, terming 
them time sentences, iabor seutences, sen- 


- tences for life, reformation sentences, etc., 


and discusses in detail their respective ad- 
vantages and defects as agenc.es of reforma- 
tion and prevention. Mr. Wines discusses in- 
determinate sentences, the maximum and min- 
imum to be fixed by courts or Legisiatures, the 
time of release within the limits being lert dis- 
cretionary, and describes in detail the quali- 
fications which are requisit in the chief execu- 
tive officer of a prison organized for the refor- 
mation of convicts. | 

Mrs. Sarah A. Spencer read a sbort report 
for the District of Columbia, describing the 
public and private char.table and correctional 
institutions of the District, their methods of 
operation and results, and their expenditures 
as compared with those of similar institutions 


elsewhere. 
The reguiar order was then taken up and 


the Hon. W. P. Letchworth of New York, | 


Chairman of the Committee on Preventive 
Work Among Children, read the report 
of the committee. Mr. William T. Harris 
of Concord, Mass., read a paper. entitled 
„ Compulsory Education,” in which statistics 
were cited voluminousiy. Compulsory educa- 
tion, he held, was a valuable means to the de- 
sired end. The common school, the kinder- 
garten, the industrial art school, might fur- 
nish valuable preventive agencies against 
crime. Miss Phoebe Couzins read a paper on 
kindergartens prepared ior the conference by 
Mrs. Sarah B. Cooper of California. It held 
that the power of early training and habit was 
not easily overestimated. The changes of 
habits were generally too small to be feit 
until they were too strong to be broken. 
The kindergarten as a system of training was 

ed to inculcate honest principles and 
build up genuine character. Character-build- 
ing in the kindergarten went forward by means 
of personal activity in an atmosphere of bappi- 


ness and contentment. The epochs of educa- 


tional growth followed the divinely- 
ordained epochs of vegetable growth. The 


human plant bad its root-life, its stem-life, 


and its bilossom-life. The kindergarten was 


the best nourishment for the root-life of the 


human plant. As early as 1848 France had 
6,000 little children in infant schools, and to- 
day there are 400,000 in these same schools. As 


a result the French are the most artistic race in 


the world, and the world pays them an enor- 


mous tribute each year by, purchasing their 


handiwork. The paper closes with a descrip- 


tion of the kinderga ten schools of San Fran- 
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cisco. 

The afternoon session was devoted to further 
consideration of the subject of the morning 
and several interesting papers. Among them 
was one on Dependent Young Children in 
Families and Iustitutions,“ prepared by Mrs. 
Clara T. Leonard of Massachusetts. The 
author, who is a member of the Massachusetts 
Board of Health, Lunacy, and Charity, dis- 
cussed, among other things, the subject of 
iliegitimacy. She found that the safe- 
guard thrown by society around the

mothers from the penalties of their action and 
care of their offspring.

EDUCATIONAL. 


THE CHICAGO UNIVERSITY, 

The annual meeting of the trustees of the 
University of Chicago was heid yesterday, 
there being present President Anderson, Dr. 
Justin Smith, editor of the Standard, Dr. Fer- 
nando Jones, Fred W. Smith, Senator J. R. 
Doolittle, R. R. Donnelly, J. F. Gillette, L. 
Everinghbam, the Hon. J. Y. Scammon, Dr. N. 
E. Wood, and Mr. Van Schaack. 

The Hon. J. T. Scammon was chosen to pre- 
side, and Dr. Jones acted as Secretary in the 
absence of Mr. Barrett. The first busineas 
taken up was the report of the President, which 
was very short. There are now 314 students in 
attendance upon the university, 119 of whom 
are in the law department, eighty-one in the 


collegiate department, 108 in the preparatory, 
and six post graduates who are studying 
for the degree of Doctor of Philosophy. 
The President felt that instead of abandoning 
the university to its creditors it shouid be re- 
deemed trom debt and be ailowed to go for- 
ward and fulfili its mission. The report of the 
President was receivea and adopted and the 
following degrees conferred in accordance with 
the suggestions ot the President: 

B. A., Elizabeth Faulkner, Daisy May Springer, 
Norton E. Chapman; B. 8., E. A. Anderson, T. M. 
Hammond, D. J. Lingle, A. B. Seaman, 8. A. Per- 
rine; M. A., F. L. Anderson; Doctor of Laws, Su- 
perintendent Neison of Michigan; D. D., the Rev. 
D. E. Halteman, Delavan, Wis.: and LL. B. on for- 
ty-two others. 

A report was then made by the committee 
appointed at the previous meeting of the trus- 
tees to take into consideration the present 
financial condition of the un.versity and sug- 
gest some scheme whereby the institution 
could be brought out of its present difficulty. 
The committee was composed of President 
Anderson, Senator Doolittle, and Dr. Jones. 
The scheme recommended was to raise as large 
a sum as was possible through subscription, in 
amounts ranging from $1 upward, one-baif of 
the amount set opposit the name of each sub- 
scriber to be paid to the trustees of the univer- 
sity before the Ist of May, 1886. This money is 
to de used for the purpose—firsi, of paying 
off the decree of court and the uni- 
versity debt, no money to de paid 
over to the Union Mutual Insurance 
Company until a sum suflicient to pay the 
decree and indebtedness has been raiseu, the 
money to be paid back to the subscribers in 
case there was not enough raised to pay the 
decree and debt; second, that after the decree 
and debt are paid any money remaining, to- 
gether with the second baf of the sum guar- 
anteed by each subscriber, shall be invested 
for the purpose of paying the current expenses 
of the institution and creating an endowment 
fund, the investments to be made in United 
States, State, Chicago City, and railroad bonds, 
the latter to be of roads centering bere in Chi- 
cago, and real estate where the investment 
will prove profitable. The committee was of 
the opinion that balfway measures would not 
win. ! 

Generally the report of the committee was 
favorably considered, the dissensions simply 
being upon the manner of raising the money 
and as to whether the subscription proper 
should be divided into several columns. 

Mr. Donnelly stated that be knew one gentle- 
maa who would give $25,000 toward the endow- 
ment fund, but wouid not subscribe anything 
for the payment of the decree and debt. 

Senator Doolittle stated that while the debt 
of the university was nominally $320,000, he 
thought $275,000 would be accepted in tull for 
everything, and even a less amount. Nobody 
would give anything toward the payment of 
the debts of the institution if they were not 
assured it would live afterwards. 

Mr. Everihgbam was ot the opinion that the 
trustees should be first directed toward the 
payment of the university's indebtedness. 

Dr. Justin Smith thought the Baptist friends 
of the institution in the East, wealthy men, 
could be prevailed upon to contribute money 
enough to create an endowment fund, provided 
the debts of the university were paid. 

Senator Doolittle was still of the opinion that 
if the funds were raised they must be raised 
together. 

The matter was referred again to the com- 
mittee, to which latter Mr. Everingham and 
Mr. F. W. Smith were added. Senator Doolittle 
asked to be excused from the committee, but 
was not. The committee was authorized to 
draft copies of subscription papers to be sub- 
mitted to the public. 

Dr. Anderson said the faculty could not ex- 
ist unless its members were paid back sala- 
ries. The sum owing to the members of the 
faculty was $10,000, and if the same was not 


paid, and at once, the faculty was in danger of 


breaking up. As for bimseif, he would donate 
$1,000. The members of the faculty, also, at a 
weekly meeting held the 3d inst., offered 
to donate $1,000. The President also read a 
resolution passed at a meeting of Baptist 
women, held at No. 150 Wabasb avenue, where- 
by $10,000 was guaranteed for the coming year 
provided the trustees would redeem the in- 
stitution from debt. 

Somewhat of a scene was created when Mr. 
F. W. Smith moved that Dr. Anderson be one 
of a committee to see the members 
of the Board of Trustees and raise 
the money. The President arose and 
very peremptorily declined, saying that every 
time money was needed he was sent out to 
raise it. When he became President of the in- 
stitution, nearly eight years ago, he bad some 
dignity, but had nearly lost it all. When the 
trustees began to treat the President of the 
university with some dignity it would be better 
for the institution. He was tired of begging. 

Asilence ensued after the President sat 
down. Finally Dr. Anderson, evidently having 
relented, said he would serve on such a com- 
mittee with some g man, and accordingly 
the name of N. K. Fairbank was suggested and

New Tonk. June 9.—[Special.]—By the ac- 
tion of the Board of Police today Superintend- 
ent George W. Walitng was retired into private 
life, after an almost continuous service of 
nearly forty years on the police force of this 
city. The place thus made vacant was imme- 
diately filled by the promotion of Inspector 
William Murray. This action has been immi- 
nent ever since the Governor signed the 
amended Police Pension bill, which invested 
the Police Commissioners with the power, by a 
majority vote, to retire upon a pension any 
officer or member of the police force over 
60 years of age. This bill also fixes 
the pension of the Superintendent at $2,500 a 
year. It was thought by many that what is 
known as the Sexagenarian olause was in: 
serted in the bill for the purpose of torcing the 
retirement or removal of Superintendent 
Walling, as it was an open secret that at least 
two of the Commissioners were anxious 
to place at the dead of the de 
partment a younger and more energetic 
man. Mr. Walling was asked nearly 
two years ago to consent to retire on a pen- 
sion, but declined, and there was no power 
then in the Board of Police to force his retire- 
ment, nor could he be removed from office ex- 
cept after trial upon charges. Under the new 
law, however, he could be retired without his 
consent, and this was quickly made apparent 
to Mr. Walling. Still he declined to ask for re- 
tirement. It was not until yesterday that he 
was informed that at least three 
of the  Commissioners—Messrs. French, 
McClave, and Voorhis—were prepared, 
when the matter was presented in 
proper shape, to vote for his retirement. 80 
the matter stood at the time appointed for 
the regular meeting of the Police Commission- 
ers today. ‘That something decisive was con- 
templated by the Cummissioners was evident 
by the rush ot politicians to the Central office. 
The Police Commissioners were in earnest con- 
ference for several hours before they met in 
formal session. Superintendent Walling up to 
this time had not given any expression of what 
his intentions were. He was in consultation 
with the Commissioners, and was then posi- 
tively told that if he did not voluntarily ask 
for retirement a resolution to remove 
him and place him on the pension-roll would 
receive the affirmative votes of a majority of 


matter, and subsequently placed in the hands 
of Gen. Fitz John Porter a document asking to 
be retired, which Gen, Porter was to use at bis 
own discretion. When the board met the whole 
subject was discussed, and Cummissioners 
French, McClave, and Voorhis finally ex- 
pressed the determination to vote for the 
removal of Mr. Walling. Then Gen. Porter 
produced the document which had been placed 
in his hands by Walling for just such an emer- 
gency. Mr. Walling was then sent for, and in 
the presence of the full board signed a formal 
application asking to be retired on a pension. 
He was then asked to retire into an adjoining 
room while the matter was being discussed. A 
resolution was unanimously adopted placing 
Mr. Walling on the retired list and granting 
him a pension of $2,500 per annum. After the 
adoption of the above a resolution was 
presented promoting Inspector Wiiliam 
Murray to be Superintendent subject 
to an examination by the Civil- 
Service Commissioners. Mr. Murray was sent 
for and President French introduced him to 
Mr. Walling as his successor. The old Super- 
intendent and the new one left the board room 
together, and Superintendent Murray was soon 


surrounded by a large number of congratu- 
lating friends. Mr. Walling doffed his uniform 
and soon after lett the building. He said that 
he should now remain a private citizen of New 
York, and would devote himself to fishing and 
shooting in their proper seasons. He appeared 
greatly relieved at throwing off the cares of 
office. . 

Superintendent Murray was born in this city 
June 27, 1844, and served in the First Fire Zou- 
aves during the War. In 1866 be became a pa- 
trolman on the police force here, and in 1876 
had risen to the rank of Captain. The next year 
be was promoted to the rank of Inspector. His 
record shows only one complaint against bim, 
and that for atrivial infraction of the rules, 
during his nineteen years of service. He is a 
member of the Grand Army of the Republic 
and a Tammany-Hall Democrat.

HOW VISITORS’ TICKETS ARE TURNED TO 

ACCOUNT—MEETING OF DIRECTORS—MIS- 

CELLANY. l 

The visitors’ tickets to the Board of Trade, 
which cost $10 a month, have been once more 
turned to quite a practical account by a clique 
of ingenius schemers who watch the markets 
and communicate by signs their tips to accom- 
plices posted at the windows of the Traders’ 
Building and the Open Board of Trade. Within 
the last few days quite a number of these in- 
nocent ticket-holders have been caught in the 
act ot communicating by signal the rise or fall 
of the market to initiated friends on the out- 
side. These tips are known to have been used 
to some extent by bucket-sliops, but their real 
object is to beat the markets on the 
Open Board by furnishing information 
to varties who can turn it to profit before 
the runners or the quotations by telegraph are 
in the race. The tips were conveyed by mo- 
tions of the hands, raising of the hat, and a 
variety of guileless-lookimg gestures. Tue 
keen eyes of the Floor Committee and the offi- 
cers were able to trace a deeper meaning in 
these gestures than was apparent to the crowd 
around, and during the last, few days at least 
six visitors have been summarily bounced 
from the floor. The ringleaderof tne gang, 
which nad within its circle two members ot the 
board, was flred some time ago after bav- 
ing entered on a very promising career. Noth- 
ing daunted, he readily found substitute 
after substitute to act as transmitter while 
he played receiver at a convenient 
window on the other side. The two members 
ot the board who were in the conspiracy 
worked the game until they felt things getting 
too hot for them, and they are now repenting 
the part they played on the floor and in the 
gallery. The original ringleader at his win- 
dow in the Open Board and his most trusty 
confederate on the floor were falily caught in 
the midst of their fine work yesterday. The 
visitor was promptiy ejected, and with his 
leader repaired to an adjoimmg lunch-counter, 
where they drank destruction to the officers of 
the board, and cursed the ill-luck that had 
robbed them of a profitable business. It may 
be remembered that a suggestion for the abo- 
lition of visitors’ tickets was submitted at the 
annual meeting of the board, and it is certain 
that so long as such tickets are in existence the 
board is powerless to prevent their abuse. 

At the weekly meeting of the directors of 
the Board of Trade George Milmine, H. B.

The missing letters 
date back to Nov. 27, 1884, when a 
registered letter containing $100 ad- 
dressed to H. B. Glover & Co. was 
lost, although the return book was signed 
by Ruff. March 6 another letter 
addressed to George L. Richardson containing 
$45 also failed to come to hand. Others fol- 
lowed in succession, and the matter was finally 
put into the bands of Inspector Henry T. Hen- 
shaw, who came here to investigate. He ob- 
tained Ruff’s signature, and identified the 
writing as similar to that of the signatures to 
the receipts. When confronted with this evi- 
dence Ruff weakened and confessed his guilt, 
alleguig in excuse that be was in debt and his 
salary was insufficient. Bail was given by his 
friends. Ruff belongs to a highly respectable 
family, one of his brothers being employed in 
the registered letter department of the post- 
office here, All ot bis connections are of the 
best character.

This, the commission says, might be accom- 
plished, so far as United States notes and 
certificates are concerned, by intrusting to 
the Treasurer of the United States the duty 
of placing the United States seal upon them. 


DEFEAT OF THE GLADSTONE MIN- 
ISTRY. 


The Gladstone Ministry has at last re- 
signed upon a side issue. In the discussion 
upon the budget Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, 
Tory, after denouncing the increased tax on 
beer and whisky, made the point that an in- 


’ crease of the tax upon tea would have been 


wiser. Mr. Gladstone supported the tax 
upon liquor, and declared that the Govern- 
ment was ready to accept the issue as be- 
tween tea and spirits, and on that issue they 
were defeated by twelve majority, or 264 to 
252. Mr. Gladstone stood by his agreement, 
and the Ministry have tendered their resig- 
nations and thrown the responsibilities of the 
complicated political situation upon the Con- 
gervatives in case they decide to take them. 

Evidently Mr. Gladstone decided that if 
defeat must come he would go out upon this 
issue, which is only a cover of more impor- 
tant issues behind it. The tax question 
simply provided him with a good excuse. 
The real milk in the cocoanut is the 
use to which the money raised by 
this tax is to be applied. If it 
had been merely a question of increased 
taxation for ordinary purposes or to meet an 
ordinary deficit there would have been no 
contest. If Mr. Gladstone had been so dis- 
posed he could have smoothed over the mat- 
the tax on tea, or 
that on wines, or levying it on sugar, Which 
is not taxed at all. There was no necessity 
for defeat on the question of increasing the 
beer and spirits tax. The application of a 
large portion of the money to be raised to 
the payment of the enormous expense in- 
volved in the unfortunate Soudanese cam- 
paign to rescue Gen. Gordon was the straw 
which broke the camel’s back. Had Khar- 
toum been captured and Gordon rescued the 
House of Commons would have voted twice 
the sum without a murmur; but utter, hope- 
less, irretrievable failure in a campaign 
which was not of Mr. Gladstone’s seeking 
and which he never approved put a different 
fate on the situation and involved the Gov- 
ernment’s defeat. The tone of Conservative 
feeling in this matter is well reflected in the 
following extract from the London Times of 
May 27: 

It does not need the first statesman in Eu- 
rope to demonstrate the futility of Mr. Glad- 
stone’s policy in Egypt, or to show how im- 
possible is the situation he bas created. That 
the course be bas pursued has raised the most 
formidable difficulties, caused the most bitter 
deceptions, and forteited the respect and con- 
fidence which Europe extended so lavishly 
when we berau, are propositions within the 
scope of every inteiligent observer. Nay 
more, these results were predicted more than 
two years ago in our own columns, and we do 


not pretend that the circumstance proves our 
possession of any unusual perspicacity. We 


‘labored hard to induce the Government to 


take the course which logically followed 
trom their own action, to govern the 
country they had oceupied, to discharge 
the responsibilities they had incurred, 
and to effect that durable settlement, equitable 
to the bondbolders and beneficial to Egypt, 
which alone could justify their interference 
with Arabi. We pointed out, over and over 
again, that this was equally our true and neo- 
essary policy, whether we contemplated the un- 
nexation of Egypt or the ultimate erection of 
an independent government, and that, in per- 
sistently announcing the temporary character 
of our occupation and refusing to grapple with 
the standing problems of the country, Mr. 
Gladstone was making annexation and with- 
drawai on honorabie terms equally impossible. 
Everything that the Government endeavored 
to shirk they have been compelled to do, only 
they have always done it too late, and have 
reaped nothing but added humiliation and re- 
newed disaster. 

The question now arises, What will the 


Tories do with the elephant they have 
drawn? It is evident they did not believe 
Mr. Gladstone would resign with ‘an election 
so close at hand, and that they did not want 
him to resign. Probably all that they had 
planned was to humiliate him by a defeat and 
force him to go on until the election under a 
cloud. They cannot expect to rule withouta 
majority, and they cannot afford two elec- 
tions in three months, which may invite a 
double defeat. Suppose that the Opposition 
takes possession of the Government, what 
can it do with the legacies bequeathed to it? 
If it leaves the Afghan question where it is 
it will concede Mr. Gladstone’s wisdom. If 
it undoes what he has done it must invite 
one if not more disastrous wars. If it 
muddies up the question Russia will im- 
prove the muddle by going straight into 

Herat, and she may do it anyway. What 
will the Opposition do with the Egyptian 


question? Can it avoid paying the expenses 


of the Soudan Campaign? What. will it 


do with the Scotch and Irish land questions, 


and with the renewal of the Crimes act? 
How will it meet the budget deficiency in

‘WHAT WILL BECOME OF THE OF- 


FENSIVé. PARTISANS? 


The exact status of the offensive parti- 
sans” who have been suspended by the 


President during the recess of the Senate is 
the subject of much difference of opinion. 
Even Senators of the same party are divided 
in regard to it. Senator Cullom stated re- 
cently that if the Senate refused to confirm 
Cleveland’s appointments then the suspend- 
ed officials would slide back into their 
places.” Senator Dawes is quoted to the 
same effect. In reply to a question he said 
that if the Senate at the next session 
should refuse to confirm the appointee the 
incumbent would retain the office.” The 
question then arises whether the President 
could at once suspend the officer again, and 
in this way practically nullify the provisions 
of the Tenure-of-Office act. The Adminis- 


tration seems to be proceeding on the theory 


that its power in the matter is complete, 


The Constitution gives the President power 


to appoint ‘‘ by aud, wien sie advice and con- 
sent of the Senate,“ bu but hothing is expressly 
said as to*removals. yew Tenure-of-Office 
act contemplates that in making a removal 
the President must obtain the same advice 
and consent of the Senate as in filling vacan- 
cies, with a provision, however, that in the 
recess of the Senate he may temporarily 
** suspend’ an officer. The act in question 
unequivocally entitles an appointee to hold 
office during the term tor which he was ap- 
pointed, unless removed by and with the ad- 
vice and consent of the Senate, or by the 
appointment with the like advice and consent 
of a successor.”’ Certainly the language of 
the law goes far to confirm the opinion of 
Senators Dawes and Cullom that if the Senate 
at the next session refuses to consent to the 
removals the suspended officers will be there- 
by restored to their places. It is very doubt- 


ful whether the President could then suspend 


the officer again. But even if he could do 
so there isa provision of law that in cases 
where the Senate does not agree to the ap- 
pointment of a ‘successor the office itself 
passes into abeyance at the end of the ses- 
sion, and no person can draw the salary until 
his appointment is duly confirmed. 

It is true that the constitutionality of the 
Tenure-of-Office act is questioned in some 
quarters. The best lawyers seem pretty well 
agreed, however, that there is nothing in this 
objection and that the act is valid. If so, 
there can be no question that the President 
must secure the consent of the Senate before 
he can fill permanently any office where the 
term is fixed by law. It is not enough that 
the President suspends an official as an of- 
fensive partisan’; the Senate must advise 
and consent to such action. In case of an ir- 
reconcilable disagreement between the Presi- 
dent and Senate the office itself passes into 
abeyance and nobody can hold it. The duties 
must be discharged by the deputy or other 
person nextin rank. Itis argued, however, 
that this provision applies only where the 
vacancy happens through death, resignation, 
or expiration of term, but not where there 
has been a suspension. In that case the re- 
fusal of the Senate to act at once restores the 
suspended officer. 

Perhaps the difference of opinion among 
the Senators is in regard to the policy of in- 
terfering with the President rather than as 
to the legal power of the Senate so to do, 
Most of the Senators think that as the Presi- 
dent is responsible for his appointments ‘he 
should have full scope in making them. Just 
now the disposition is to give Mr. Cleveland 
plenty of rope in the belief that he will soon 
prove the truth of the old saw in such cases. 
It is probable therefore that the Republican 
Senators will make no effort to retain Repub- 
licans in office unless their discharge is in 
flagrant violation of law. There is, however, 
a possibility of a serious deadlock between 
the President and the Senate in case Mr. 
Cleveland goes too far in his defiance of the 
Tenure-of-Office act. In that event the Sen- 
ate might quickly tie his hands. As this 
matter begins to be better understood, Demo- 
cratic officeholders of the offensive partisan 
sort are becoming anxious that the President 
should go slow and feel his ground carefully. 
But those who have not yet secured office 
have no such scruples. 


CHICAGO ELECTION-REFORM BILL. 

It has been the understanding that the Cit- 
izens’ Election bill would come up today as 
special order in the House of Representa- 
tives. All the movements of the present 
Legislature are so chaotic and uncertain that 
it is impossible to say whether the bill will 
be taken up or not; but if it is the friends of 
the measure should not permit it to be pushed 
aside. It is the most important project of 
legislation in Springfield, and the representa- 
tives of the corrupt element in politics should 
not be allowed to kill it. It is probable that 
delay will be sought through amendments 
and dilatory motions, and the Speaker will 
very likely throw his influence on the side of 
the obstructionists. But they can be defeated 
if the Kepublicans will stand up firmly for 
their rights. 

It is said that some twenty Democratic 
members who have no sympathy with the 
Chicago gang and their election methods will 
vote for the measure in the end. But if 
these members are honest in their purpose to 
purify Chicago elections so far as it can be 
done by law they will show their friendli- 
ness to the proposed legislation at the outset. 
They will refuse to lend themselves to any 
movement for breaking a quorum and set 
their faces against all expedients for obstruc- 
tion. The best service which can be ren- 
dered in the passage of the bill will be in 
urging it forward as rapidly as the rules of 
the House permit. If the bill could be 
brought to a vote today it would undoubtedly 
pass, but the Cook County Democrats, led by 
Crafts and assisted by Haines, hope to kill it 
by procrastination. Every member who fails 
to antagonize these tactics will be an enemy 
of the bill. 

The members of the Legislature have strik- 
ing illustrations of the vicious workings of 
the present law before their eyes every time 
they pick up a Chicago newspaper. Within 
a day or two one of the perjured witnesses in 
the Mackin trial has revealed the swindle 
perpetrated in the Eighteenth Ward last fall; 
the trial of a man supposed to be implicated 
in the ballot-box burglary of the Third Ward 
this spring is now going on; and it is prom- 
ised that Mackin and his pals will be ar- 
raigned shortly before the State court. The 
Chicago election frauds are not matters of 


oonjecture; they are tangible, proyen, and 


ugly facts. The men who oppose the passage 
of the | law that the 
opportunity for these frauds be retained. But 
do the Democrats who t the rural 
constituencies believe that the interests of 
their party in this State, are to be promoted 
by defending the frand system? If they 
take simply a party view of the matter they 
will join the Republicans in pressing the bill

APPOINTMENT'OF MARSH FOR MAR- 
SHAL. 

The fierce str for the Marshalship of 
Northern Illinois has been settled at last by 
the appointment of Sheriff Marsh of Ogle 
County. The event has become notable 
chiefly by reason of the fight made by the 
Chicago gang for recognition in the person 
of MeGarigle, and it is McGarigle’s defeat 
rather than Marsh’s success which will at- 
tract attention in Democratic circles. 


The selection of Col. Marsh, one of Lo- 


gan’s cid soldiers, tinder the circumstances, 
is the wisest choice Mr. Cleveland could have 
made, From anarrow partisan point of view 
the Republicans would have had reason to 
rejoice over the appointment of McGarigle 
or some such member of the gang. It would 
have been a notice that the Administration 
was in sympathy with the tough element of 
the Democratic party in Chicago—the crowd 
led by Harrison, Van Pelt, Lawler, Hil- 
dreth, Ward, Colyin, Cullerton, Mike Me- 
Donald, Mackin, and so on. Such a notice 
would have so disgusted and angered decent 
Democrats as to cost that party thousands of 
votes in this county and State, and in that 
light would have been advantageous to the 
Republicans as partisans. But this party 
advantage would have been gained at a se- 
rious cost in placing the United States Mar- 
shal’s ofiice under the control of a corrupt 
political cabal. The President hesitated a 
long time, but evidently concluded that he 
could not afford to handicap his Administra- 
tion by such an alliance. 

Col. Marsh has the reputation of being a 
fair-ininded man. Through a bolt in the Re 
publican party in Ogle County he was elected 
Sheriff, and his success as a Democrat in a 
Republican stronghold has given him consid- 
erably more prominence than he would oth- 
erwise have attained. From all that is said 
of him, however, there is reason to expect 
that he will administer the office in a fair, 
decent, and efficient way. If he discharges 
his duties as well as his predecessor the pub- 
lic will have no just reason for complaint. 
Mr. Jones was always a strong partisan and 
a devoted adherent of Gen. Logan, but we 
have never heard a complaint as to his of- 
ficial conduct; it will be hoped that Mr. Marsh 
may go out of’ office with an equally good 
record. 

Mr. Cleveland is entitled to credit for not 
yielding to the Chicago gang, but at the same 
time he was evidently afraid to antagonize 
that gang by appointing a Chicago Demoerat 
not identified with it. MeGarigle was not the 
only Chicago man who applied for the place. 
Charles Kern, St. Clair Sutherland, J. T. 
Healy, John Forsythe, and several other Chi- 
cago Democrats were strongly recommended 
for the place by the respectable element of 
the local Democracy, but their claims were 
ignored. While Mr. Cleveland has not iden- 
tified his Administration with - the political 
roughs of Chicago, he has done nothing to 
discourage them. What course he will take 
with reference to the other Chicago offices 
will be awaited with considerable anxiety. 


4 HOOSIER OFFICESEEKER IN 
TROUBLE. 

The public is already pretty familiar with 
the troubles of Bayless W. Hanna of Indiana, 
a chronic officeseeket, who came to the sur- 
face in that State with many other moss 
backs when Cleveland was elected. Bayless 
lost no time in making his application. He 
was in Washington a full week before the in- 
auguration, and he has been there personally 
or by proxy ever since, seeking for a diplo- 
matic position. He had several in his eye in 
various parts of Europe, Asia, Africa, and 
South Amerita; but, somehow, just as he 
reached for the office it would be given to 
some one else. There seemed to be a dispo- 
sition on the part of the Administration to 
overlook Bayless’ claims and to pass him 
back and forward like a shuttlecock from 
one department to the other—a procedure 
which kept Bayless very busy, but was not 
altogether very satisfactory to a man who 
was hungry unto death.” Heads of de- 
partments even trifled with Bayless by act- 
ually promising him diplomatic posts where 
the pay was good and the work light; but 
when he reached for them the heads had gore 
back on their promises and some other fellow 
from way down South had gone off with the 
place. 

At last Bayless fatigued the Administra- 
tion and got himself disliked. The State 
Department hunted round for some place so 
tar away that once Bayless got there he 
would never be heard of again, and would 
be as completely lost to view as the Man in 
the Iron Mask. Mr. Bayard discovered a 
post at Teheran, Persia, which Mr. Arthur 
had created for some friend of his who could 
be spared indefinitly. It is difficult of access 
and has to be reached by so much camel-back 
riding that a man once there never wants to 
make the return trip. Both the President 
and Secretary were of opinion that it was 
just the place for Bayless, and it was given 
to him. He was delighted at first; but when 
he calculated the expense of getting there 


he found that it took about $2,500—more. 


money than he had at his command. He 
thereupon declined the place in favor of the 
Argentine Republic, which is not so far 
away. The President was inflexible in the 
matter. He insisted that Bayless must go to 
Teheran or go back to Indiana. The latter 
prospect was intolerable, however, and Bay- 
less reluctantly decided that he would repre- 
sent democracy iu Persia and risk the camel 
journey. 

‘The next point was to raise the passage- 
money, and if reports be true the method of 
doing it was unique. . Two maiden sisters of 
Mr. Hanna, it is said, bought a newspaper 
for him, the Crawfordsville Review, which he 
ran for two weeks during the campaign, on 
the advice of Dan Voorhees, who suggested 
to him that Democratic editors would have 
the best chance at the spoils. Subsequently 
Bayless placed one of his nephews in charge, 


and with him one Thomas B. Collins, who 


took hold on the consideration that a post- 
mastership would go with the paper, which 
Bayless would procure, and for which Collins 
would pay Bayless $1,000, Which would be 
an excellent installment toward getting 
him to Teheran. The ‘post-offices have 
not been transferred very rapidly, how- 
ever, and the one at Crawfordsville 
still remains in Repablican hands. Collins 
is tired of waiting fow it, and Bayless can’t 
hurry Vilas in getting rid of the offensive

Shah and is presented with a stud of horses

for the gifts? The Shah has a habit of mak- 
ing costly presents to Ambassadors and then 
sending a bill for them by the first of the 
month—a procedure which bankrupted Mr, 
Arthur’s friend, If Bayless has to return to 
Indiana after all, this will be a consolation to 


him. At present he seems to stand more in 


need of consolation than of a diplomatic posi- 
tion. 


THE WEEKLY PAY-DAY. 

Our recent article recommending the pay- 
ment of wageworkers on some other day than 
the last of the week has called out some in- 
formation on the subject which is of consid- 
erable interest. It appears that not a few of 
the employers of labor in this city have 
already learned the value of the plan and 
adopted it with very satisfactory results both 
to themselves and to their workmen. There 
is one quarter of the city in which it is the 
rule with scarcely an exception. In the 
packing-houses in the neighborhood of the 
Union Stock-Yards Tuesday is the pay-day, 
the pay-rolls being made up during Monday. 
In some of the houses the men are divided 
into two sets, each of which is paid every 
alternate week. in others all the men receive 
their pay each Tuesday. 

The change in the behavior of the workers 
in the packing-houses since this alteration in 
the time of payment is described by some of 
the employers as a radical one. Formerly it 
was practically impossible to mass anything 
like a full working force earlier in the week 
than Tuesday, no matter how urgently it 
might be desired by the employer. A large 
proportion of the workmen habitually carried 
their hard earnings to the saloon, often with- 
out first going home, and staid there tilla 
considerable percentage had been put into 
the doggery till. The carouse would be con- 
tinued Sunday with what was left over, and 
by Monday morning the poor wretch was in 
no condition to work, even if all his money 
was gone. Now the rule is to carry the 
wages home, and the family has the 
benefit of the money, while the head 
of the worker is clear for the duties 
the following day. The employer is now 


seldom called on by officers of the law with 


garnishee papers for the payment of debts 
contracted by the workmen. There is peace 
at home, and comparative comfort. The lit- 
tle ones have enongh to eat, and clothing to 
hide their nakedness. The policeman is nes 
so often called in to save the wife and chil- 
dren from the drunken fury of the man who 
ought to be their protector. The bridewell 
is left to be occupied, and the pawnshops to 
be patronized, by the loafing classes of the 
community and those toilers who still draw 
their wages Saturday night and squander 
them. The church and the Sabbath-school 
are attended by thousands who formerly 
never went there, because the men were too 
drunk and the children too poorly clad. In 
a word, there has been a marked reformation 
in the habits and morals of the people which 
makes them immensely happier, as well as 
more respectable. and less dangerous. The 
workman is now a valuable member of the 
community, who can be trusted to perform 
his duty as a citizen instead of being re- 
garded as little better than a wild beast, 
whose presence is a perpetual menace to the 
peace and comfort of society. 


DANA’S “LINCOLN REMINISCENCES. 
The Hon. Charles A. Dana contributes an 


‘interesting article to the New York Tribune 


(of which he was managing. editor for many 
years under Horace Greeley) composed of 
Lincoln reminiscences and anecdotes while 
he was Assistant Secretary of War. The 
following is a sample of the article: 

One side of this extraordinary character was 
illustrated the evening or election-day in No- 
vember. The political struggie had been most 
intense, and the interest taken in it both in 
the White House and in the War Department 
bad been almost painful. All the power and 
influence of the War Department, then some- 
thing enormous from the vast expenditures 
and extensive relations of the War, had been 
employed to secure the reélection ot Mr. Lin- 
colin; and after the arduous toil of the canvass 
there Was necessarily a great suspense of heart 
unt.l the result of the voting should be ascer- 
tained. I went over to the War Department 
about balf-past 8 in the evening and ound the 
President and Mr. Stanton together in the Sec- 
retary's office. Gen. Eckert, who then had 
charge of the telegraph department of 
the War Office, was coming in  contin- 
ually with telegrams containing election 
returns. Mr. Stanton would read them and 
the President would look at them and com- 
ment upon them. Presently there came a luil 
in the returns, and Mr. Linco.n called me up 
to a place by his side. Dana,“ said he,

FRANCE. 


As stated in yesterday’s dispatches, the 
French Chamber of Deputies has adopted the 
Scrutin de Liste bill with the Senate amend- 
ments, When the bill was pending in the Sen- 
ate one point only occasioned any important 
discussion. The bill, as it came from the 
Chamber, gave to the departments one Deputy 
for every 70,000 inhabitants, and a supple- 
mentary Deputy for any fraction. however 


small, of 70,000. The Senate Committee 
judged this an unreasonable regulation, 
and it was the more objected to as it 


would make the Chamber larger by thirty-five 
seats than it would be if the number 20,000 was 
accepted as the minimum entitiing to asuppie- 
mentary Deputy, which was what the Senate 
committee proposed. Ultimately, however, 
the Senate rejected the views of its committee 
by a vote of 137 to 115 and passed the article 
as settied by the Chamber. The bill, therefore, 
pessed the Chambers yesterday practically in 
the manner outlined.

DID GEN. GORDON ESCAPE? 

A dispatch from Cairo says: Some excite- 
ment bas been created here among the English 
officials anc residents by the arrival of a Cop- 
tic merchant from Khartoum. He states that 
be witnessed the capture of Khartoum, and 
that immediately after the massacre of the 
garrison the Mahdi demanded the head of Gen. 
Gordon for a trophy, but his warriors produced 
the bead of the Austrian Consul, Mr. Hansal. 
When the mistake wus discovered a second 
search was made for Grn. Gordon, but the 
Mahdi’s followers were unable to find any trace 
of the bero of Kbartoum. They found several 
other Europeans, but no documents were 
found on their clothes to show that either of 
them was Gen. Gordon. The Captain says that 
it is possible that Gen. Gordon, seeing that all 
was lost, may bave escaped south. 

AUSTRIA. 

The proprietors of the Neue Wiener Tagblatt 
and Evxtrablatt (Vienna newspapers) have de- 
cided to print the Sunday editions of their 
journals in Presburg, Hungary, and bave the 
papers brought here by the early morning 
trains Mondays. The reason given for this 
course of action is that the proprietors of the 
newspapers mentioned believe that they can 
thue evade the operation of the Sunday law, 
which was designed to prevent the per- 
formance of secular work upon the Sabbath. 

Three hundred and twenty of the 353 Depu- 
ties to the Reichsrathb have already been re- 
turned from the present Austrian elections. 
Of this 320 the Government party have elected 
167, the German Liberal party 132, and the 
twenty-one others have been elected by com- 
bined political elements of different kinds. 

GREAT BRITAIN. 

Col. Patrick Stewart, the chief political 
officer of the Afghan Frontier Commission, re- 
turned to London today.

THE BARBERS, | 


DIFFICULTIES IN THE WAY OF THEIR FORM- 
ING A UNION. 

An advertisement was inserted in a German 
paper a day or two ago calling on the boss bar- 
bers of the city to meet at No. 106 Randolph 
street last evening for the purpose of forming 

2 Master Barbers’ Union; The boss barbers 
either don’t read the advertising columns of the 
Germap press or don’t care anything about a 
union, for the attendance at the meeting was 
remarkably small. Half of the assemblage 
consisted of the man who put in the advertise- 
ment, and the other halt was the man he 
brought along. The meeting unanimously de- 
cided to adjourn until Monday evening next, 
and try what effect an advertisement in some 
English papers will have. 

It is claimed that there are about 600 master 
barbers and 900 journeymen barbers in the 
city, and there is no valid reason why they 
should not bhavs a protective union the same 
as in other trades. The price of shaves might 
then be graded according to the toughness of 
beard, the cubic inches to be scraped, the 
reiatiye bluntness of the razor, or any other 
method that would do away with the present 
unfair system of charging a downy dude as 
muoh 4 a Ben-Butler-faced old Granger. It 
might also be settled whether a man who is 
shaved in silence is not entitied to pay higher 
than the man who is told that there is scroof’”’ 
in his bair and it needs shampooing, or chat it 
is getting thin at the top, ora little too long 
behind, or that he should bave seafoam, or get 
bis mustache dyed, or buy a bottle of invigor- 
ator. The union might also decide whether the 
barber who invariably opens his batteries with 
the remark that the Chicagos have won (or 
lost) another game should not, in justice to a 
suffering public, be outlawed by the trade; 


also whether a barber has a right to stick in- 
mivertentiy as it were, the lather-brush in a 
customer's mouth; also a dozen other things 
of equal interest and importance in establish- 
ing barmonious relations between the trade 
and the public. It will not do to raise the 
price of shaves, bowever. They must be 
graded, if graded at all, on the five, 10, and 15 
cent basis. And there is just the possibility of 
asneg in this; for bow are the l5-cent boss 
barbers to go into union with the 10-cent boss 
barbers: and how are both going to mingle and 
amalgamate with the five-cent boss barbers? 
And will the new State Civil-Rights bill com- 
pel the colored boss barbers to be a part 
of the upion, or may they bave a 
separate union it they want to? Then again 
there are questions of individual shaving- 
mugs, and of commutation-tickets, and of how 
many shaves sbould go to each clean towel, 
and of boot-blacking and coat-brushing ad- 
juncts, and of whether a journeyman barher 
who is a journeyman waiter five days in the 
week and a journeyman barber Saturday even- 
ings and. Sunday mornings is entitled to the 
rights and privileges of a seven-day barber, 
and soon. The sooner a few barbers’ unions 
get to work the better. 


IT INTERESTED PHYSICIANS, 


THE CASE OF MRS. L. J. PUTNAM. 

The remarkable case” of Mrs. L. J. Put- 
nam described in yesterday’s TRIBUNE at- 
tracted generai notice in professional circles. 
A surgeon in the office of Dr. R. L. Rea who 
was asked for bis opinion of the operation ex- 
pressed himselt about as follows: 

“The operation, regarded as such, is not 
unique by any means; nor was it as difficult as 
that of ovariotomy or the Cesarean section, 
both of which are now performed with compara- 
tive frequency. Indeed, the percentage of 
deaths in ovariotomy bas come to be very small. 
In cases of abdominal pregnancy, such as 
Mrs. Putnam, the operation is much simpli- 
flea by the fact that the body to be removed is 
entirely free and unattached. Nothing needs 
to be done, therefore, but to make the incis- 
ion and remove it. On the other band, in 
ovariotomy there are manifold dangers {from 
hemorrhuges, peritonitis, septemia, ete. Th 


remarkable feature of Mrs. Putnam’s cas 


was that the child was so large and well de vel 
oped. There are numbers of cases in th 
oooks of abdominal pregnancy, but the rule is 
that the sac inclosing the child is broken and 
the body absorbed in time into the ‘mother’s 
system. The size of the onild in this case 
doubtless accounted for the patient's spasms 
and great suffering.”’

HE DINES NOT WISELY BUT TOO WELL, AND

New York Times: The Hon. James Oliver, 
member of Assembly from Paradise Park, 
dined at Delmonico’s Tuesday evening with 
another member of the State Legislature. The 
gentlemen dined not wisely, perhaps, but too 
well, and as a result Mr. Oliver found upon 
consulting his gold watch and chain at 9 o' clock 
that he would be unable to catch the 9:15 train 
for Albany, which be had intended to take in 
order to keep an engagement to discuss a con- 
stitutional question with Gov.

Therefore Mr. Oliver decided to take 
the train at 11:15 o’clock. The other gentle- 
man had an engagement at 9:30, and a few 
minutes before that time he bade the Assem- 
blyman farewell and left the dinner-table. 

Mr. Oliver, baving an hour or two to spare, 
determined to go down to the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel, where be would be likely to find other 
statesmen assembled.

He says that he had not time to take in the 
surroundings, as he was told to get out of the 


place by the recipient of the ballots as quickly 
as possible and he got out. Gilmore further 
said that he (Tom Dwyer) was once pointed 
out to him in the street by some party. He 
does not know the name of the person who did 
the pointing out. The self-convicted perjur- 
er's last words were: Let Mr. Ryan keep his 
word. I can point out the man to whom I gave 


- the parcels among 2,000.“ 


Dwyer was pviated out to him on one occa- 
sion, and as that wentieman has a rather 
striking appearance, be would no doubt point 
out Dwyer. 

A circumstance which is worth noting in con- 
nection with Gilmore’s statement is that the in- 
former says that he delivered ‘the ballot en- 
velopes to the person alleged to be Dwyer Sat- 
urday morning, Nov. 22, According to Glea- 
son's testimony Biehl told dim (Glea- 
son) that it Was the evening of 
the same day that he gave the 
pallot-vauit combination to Dwyer. It is ad- 
mitted on all hands that Dwyer did not have 
the combination beiore that time. The Dallots 
must bave been taken out Friday, Nov. 21, or 
before that date. Dwyer, therefore, could 
have had nothing to do with their taking out. 
The general impression seems to be that they 
were taken out Friday evening, Nov. 21. That 
evening, it appears, Frank McNally and Arthur 
McGurren worked in the office preparing the 
returns in order that they might be ready to 
be sent to the Secretary of State. They dia 
not leave the office until about 10:30, after the 
time that Gilmore says he returned from Glea- 
son’s house, They did not go to supper even. 
Mr. Bailey, one of Mr. Ryan's depuwes ordered 
them some lunch from a neighboring 
restaurant. The Republican watchers were on 
duty until about 5 o’clock p. m. the @ay in 
question. These are statements from which 
the public may draw such inferences as may 
be.

CLERK DWYER.

COMIC MUSIC IN COURT. 


THE JUDGE EXPEOTED TO DECIDE WHETH- 
BR THE SONGS “QUITE ENGLISH” AND 
“IS ENGLISH, YOU KNOW,” ARE THE 


SAME OR SIMILAR. * 


Boston, Mass., Jane 4.— The dignity of the 
Massachusetts Supreme Court so far unbent 
today that two rival musicians were allowed to 
play a comic song on a fiddle in order to beip 
the Judge to decide’ whether one version was 
substantially like the other. There basn’t been 
so much fun in the dismal old court-room for 
years as was made by the witnesses who testi- 


fied in the bearing upon an application for an 


order to restrain Harry Mills from singing the 
song It's English; You Know,“ now being 
wiven in Peck's Bad Boy” at the Boston 
Theatre. The venerable Judge William Allen 
presided, and the court- room was fliled with 
theatrical people. 

Edward E. Rice told the court that he com- 
posed the music of It's English, You Know.“ 
He improvised the air upon the piano, and 
Henry Sator wrote the notes as he produced 
them. Mr. Rice sold the songz to Harry Dixey 
for 8100. The piece, Quite English,’ which 
Harry Mills is singing at the Boston Theatre,” 
continued Mr. Rice, * was published last week, 
but we got an injunction in New York yester- 
day against its sale. It occupies Mr. Dixey 
about ten minutes to sing, because be has gen- 
erally a number of encores. The play 
‘ Adonis,’ in which it appears, is the work of 
Mr. Dixey and Mr. William Gill. Tne music is 
my own and Mr. Sator’s. The song is a satire 
of American imitations of English manners.” 

Mr. Kuss handed tne witness a piece of music 
entitled The English Swell.“ He said he had 
not seen that before, but the refrain was the 
same as that ia his own piece. ) 

Mr. George A. Soheder, when called to the 
stand, told the attorney who asked bis business 
that be was a sort of an actor,“ and that he 
was playing at the Park Theatre. I have a 
good ear for music,“ he said. I enjoyed this 
song in New York, and I recognized the same 
music in the piece at the Boston Theatre. The 
refrain was: It's English, You Know.“ 

Harry Dixey, in bis own behalf, said: “I 
sing the song in the character of Henry Irving 
with a twenty-galion milk-can under my arm. 
Adonis is supposed to have fied from the wrath 
of a tather-in-law and gone into the mik busi- 
ness. I make it an acting song. I havo sung 
it 177 nights. It is the greatest success in the 
piece. People come ten and fifteen times to 
hear the song. There were eigut verses at 
rst. and now there are some six encore verses, 
all written by Mr. Hewitt.“ 

Mr. Russ—I ask you to repeat the words of 
the song. 

Mr. Cousten-Browne—I object. The words 
are not to be accessible to the public except on 
their paying for admission to the theatre. 

Mr. Russ contended that he had a right to 
have the music and words, that he might com- 
pare them; and his Honor coincided. Finally 
it was agreed that the case should stand over 
for a time in order that Mr. Dixey and Mr. Rice 
might prepare a copy of the music and words 
for the use of the court. 

After the recess Mr. Dixey explained further 
that the song was worth $100 to $200 per week 
to him, for it had doubled the receipts from 
„Adonis“ since it was introduced. 

Mr. Rice told the court that during the recess 
he had played It's Engi:sh, You Kuow.“ on 
an organto Mr. George Purdy of the Boston 
Museum orchestra, and that gentieman was to 
reproduce it. Mr. Purdy tuned his vioiin care- 
fully, went.to the witness-stand, swore to tell 
and play the truth, and then fiddied off the 
notes of the latest song of the day in a most 
artistic style. Judge Allen does not profess to 
be a musical critic, but he listened with appar- 
ert interest, and looked a little puzzied when 
Mr. Purdy, at the request of counse!, played 
also the air ot Quite Engiish.”” Mr. Purdy as- 
sured the court that the latter piece was an 
imitation of It's English, You Know.“ 

At the request of Mr. Russ, Mr. Purdy then 
played When the Band Begins to Play, and 
declared it unlike the disputed pieces, 

William M. Byron of the Boston Theatre took 
the stand and piayed the air of Quite En- 
giish.’’ He said: Our music is in another 
time, three-eighths, and we have it in another 
key, with the schottische introduction. The 
meloay may come near it. When the Band 
Begins to Play’ is not at all like it. What we 
play is a buriesque on the song, ‘It’s English, 
You Kuow.“ The song *I Don’t Like a Cur at 
My Heels’ is a good deal like this. One Can 
Always Helo Many’ has a similar melody.“ 

Harry Mills, tor the defense, said he didn't 
see much resemblance between the two songs. 
He got Quite English from Paul Ritter, No. 
229 Bowery. He read several of his encore 
verses, including these, which ra sed a laugh, 
in which Judge Alien joined heartily: 

They’re tiying to keep me from singing this song— 

It’s English, you know, quite English, you know; 
Some folks say l am using this property wrong— 

»Tis English, quite English, you know. 


It went to the Judge for decision, it’s true— 
’'Tis English, you know, quite English, you know; 
The result is, I still sing this song here for you— 
But that’s Yankee, not English, you know. 
Counsel ergued the case, and Judge Allen 
said he would give his decision tomorrow. 
[Friday the court, without the delivery of any 
Opinion on the case, ordered an injunction to be is- 
sued forbidding the further singing of the song, or 
any * substantially the same, under whatever 
title. 


PENNSYLVANIA GIANTS. 


SKELETONS OF MEN TEN FEET HIGH FOUND 
IN A CAVE. 

Erie (Pa.) Letter in Philadelphia Times: 
„Why. this man was ten or twelve feet high!” 

„Thunder and Jightning!” exclaimed Farmer 
Porter in astonishment. The first speaker, 
who bas won local distinction as a scientist, re- 
iterated his assertion. 

J. H. Porter has a farm near Northeast, not 
many miles from where the Lake Shore Rail- 
road crosses the New York State boundary 
line. Early this week some workmen in Mr. 


Porter's employ came upon the entrance toa 
cave, and, on entering it, found beaps of 
human bones within. Many skeletons were 
complete and specimens of the find were 
brought out and exhibited to the naturalists 
and archeologists of the neighborhood. They 
informed the wondering bystanders that the 
remains were unmistakably those of giants, 

The entire Village of Northeast was aroused 
by the discovery, and hundreds of. peo- 
ple from this city took advantage of a 
holiday to visit the scene.. It was at first con- 
jectured that the remains were those of sol- 
diers killed in battle with the Indians that 
abounded in the vicinity during the last cent- 
ury, but the size of the skulls and length of 
leg bones dispelied that theory. So far about 
150 giant skeletons of powerful proportions 
have been exhumed, and indications point to a 
second cuve eastward, which may probably 
contain as many more. Scientists who bave 
exhumed skeletons and made careful measure- 
ments of the bones say that the are the re- 
mains of arace of gigantic creatures, com- 
pared with which our tallest men wou:d ap- 
pear as pigmies.. Tnere are no arrow-bheads, 
stone hatchets, or other implements of war 
with the bodies. Some of the bones are on ex- 
hibition at various stores. One is as thick as 
a good-sized bucket. 


THE LIGHTNING STROKE OF THE WASHING- 
TON MONUMENT. 

The lightning stroke which shatterea the 
capstone of Washington’s Monument Satur- 
day proved that the great altitude of the 
structure will expose it frequently to such dis- 
ruptive discharges of electricity. Nelson's 
Monument in Edinburg suffered a like stroke 
in 1863, but it has since apparently escaped 
injury from thunderbolts. Though ascending 
lightning is occasionslliy observed, the electric 
discharge usually strikes from above. The 
disintegration of stone receiving the discharge 
is due to the effect‘of induction, which occurs 
so instantaneously that the particles of stone 
(a very poor vonductor) cannot quickly enough 
accommodate themselves to the new distribu- 
tion of re „ It will probably be found 
that the point o * monument attacked by the 


lightning was the uppermost strip of phosphor 


bronze in the vertical joints of the pyramidal 
roof. vas

A meeting of the General Passenger Agents of 
the roads in the Chicago, St. Louis & Missouri 
River Passenger Association was held yesterday at 
the office of Arbitrator Hiland to consider matters 
that needed adjustment. The following roads were 
represented: Chicago & Alton. Chicago, Barling- 
ton & Quincy, Hannibal! & St. Joe, Kansas City, St. 
Joe & Council Biuffs, Milwaukee & St. Paul, Chi- 
cago & Northwestern, Missouri Pacific, Wabash, 
Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific, and Lilinois Central. 
Arbitrator Hiland occupied the chair. 

After discussion it was decided that families of 
soldiers in the United States service be granted 
one-half rates between association points. 

Regarding reduced rates for the Fourth of July 
it was decided to sell no reduced tickets for that 
day between association points; the local rates to 
be agreed upon between the various roads them- 
selves, and in no case shall such reduced tickets 
be sold from an association point to within twenty 
miles of another association point. It was agreed 
that rates from Council Biuffs to seaboard points 
be based upon the present rates from Chicago to 
New York and other points (basis of $17 for first- 
class and $14 second-class). This means that the 
association will take no notice of the rates made 
by some of the Eastern lines at less than the above 


rates. 


The practice of Eastern and Southeastern con- 


nections in selling tickets through to Kansas City 


and other Missouri River points to passengers 
whose destination is »ot beyond Chicago, and bav- 
ing the coupons from Chicago to Missouri River 
points sold to scalpers, who sel] them at reduced 
rates, thus interfering with the maintenance of 
tariff rates, was discussed at some length, and va- 
rious propositions for the eradications of the evil 
were proposed. It was finally decided that no ac- 
tion in the matter was necessary, us the following

THE NORTHWESTERN TRAFFIC ASSOCIATION 
IN BAD SHAPE. 


Northwestern Traffic Association affairs remain 
im an unsatisfactory condition. The attempts to 
bring about a meeting of the managers to con- 
sider the Wabash and other troubles have been 
abandoned for the present. This evidently means 
that euch road will be allowed to do as it pleases 
regardiess of the pooling agreement, as it would 
be useless to attempt the carrying out of the agree- 
ment. On north-bound business tariff rates have 
been abandoned, and the rouds were given permis- 
sion to meet the rates made by the Upper 
Mississippi: River steamers. The competition 
by the St. Paul & Duluth Road and the Green 
Bay route of the Wisconsin Central on east-bound 
business makes it equally impossible for the North- 
western Traffic Association roads to maintain east- 
bound rates. They will have to meet the rates by 
these lines. A majority of the milis at Minneap- 
olis. St. Paul, and other Northwestern points have 
been shut up, and little flour from Northwestern 
pointe ie going forward. The bulk of the wheat 
shipmehts goes to Duluth, Washburn, Green Bay, 
and other lake points, whence it is shipped 
Hast by the lake lines. Not unti! navigation closes 
will the Northwestern Traffic Association roads be 
able to carry out their pooling arrangement or get 
anything near the rates they have been getting 
heretofore. 

EAST-BOUND PASSENGER RATES. 

The General Passenger Agents of the Eastern

WAR TAXES IN TIME OF PEACE. 


THE DUTY ON SILK—IS SILK A LUXURY? 

New Tonk, June 4.—[Editor New York 
Times. |—I suppose it is pretty well understood 
that the new Congress will at its earliest op- 
portunity seek to modify and reform our ex- 
isting wretched tariff laws. When a man like 
Mr. Randall, a lite-long protectionist, is anx- 
ious to pronounce for tariff modification there 
will be no excuse for a Democratic House with 
about forty-five working majority to lag be- 
hind. Under these circumstances it well be- 
hooves tariff-re!ormers to make most of the 
time between now and next December to ven- 
tilate and expose the glaring tariff absurdities 
that now oppress a tree and industrious peo- 
ple. 

The great key- note of tanff-reformers is to 
tax beavily all articles of luxury, and free raw 
materials from all burdens of taxation, and 
also to lay as ligbt a tax as possible upon all 
articles of prime necessity. Of course, in the 
abstract this rule is a perfectly sound one, 
The only trouble is to define the so-called ar- 


ticles of luxury, and, if we do define them, to 


determine whether it is practical to tax them 
heavily. For instance, we must all admit that 
diamonds, pearls, rubies, and other precious 
stones are in the broadest sense articles of 
luxury. These luxuries now pay only a duty 
of 10 percent ad valorem. Yet it would be 
perfectiy impracticable to tax them 50 per 
cent ad valorem, inasmuch as we would put 
a premium of 50 per cent on smuggling the 
most easily smuggled articles conceivable. As 
it is, with a duty of only 10 per cent, it is safe 
to say thatan immense amount of precious 
stones is daily smuggied into our ports. 

Bat we putaduty of 50 ner cent on silk for 
the mistaken reason of defining it a luxury. 
Well may volitioal economy despair of ever 
bringing the general people to a sound reason- 
ing standard it such a fallacy is persisted in. 
It the use of silks would be the usual distin- 
guisbing mark of the opulent and rich, then, of 
course, itwould be a luxury. But as itisa 
material in uviversal use, I might say, from 
the cradie to the grave, by all ciasses of our 
popuiation, it is no more a luxury than cotton 
gvods. And as at least 90 per oent of siik 
goods is consumed by that class of peopie who 
are really the laborers of the country, or, as 
Mr. Liucoin graphicaily styled them, the 
plain people,” a heavy tax on it, which is not 
needed by the Treasury, is in the highest sense 
oppressive. 

Furthermore, silk as an article or wear has 
a sort of e.evat influence on the masses that 
no other article of dress gives them. The poor 
hard-working factory girl and the bonest farm- 
er's female bousebold feel a becoming pride 
in showing themselves once a week at least in 
a silk dress or silk ribbons, Itg.vesa sort of 
standard tone to the millions who bonestly toil 
from day to day. And 1 don't hesitate for a 
moment to say that the universal use of silk 
has a refining influence upon a sober and indus- 
trious population. Besides, as an actual fact, 
if there were no duty on silk the artic.e would 
be cheap enough. I by no means piead for en- 
tirely free silk. The time bas not come for 
that. But as silk is not and cannot be called 
a luxury, least of all not in the United States, 
I will show how much the people of the coun- 
try are taxed on this now indispensable article 
of dress. 

In 1884 we imported and consumed $38,030,000 
worth of foreign silk goods, and paid as duty 
thereon into the Treasury $18.962,210. Besides 
this we consume about $45,000,000 worth of 
bome manufactured silks, which is enhanced 
fully $15,000,000 on account of the tariff. That 
is to say, if silk fabrics were entirely free of 
duty the $45,000,000 worth of home-made silks 
could be bought abroad for $30,000,000. Well, 
then, the people of this country were taxed on 
silk goods in 1884 as follows: 

Paid into the Treasury as duty on silks. . 818.962.000 
Paid to home industry as tax on silks.... 16,000,000

Now, does it not seem a great hardship that 
nearly $34,000,000 of taxes should be pressed 
out of the people annually on one single class 
of fabricse—namely: silks? Why should such 
an oppress ve duty as 50 per cent be put on 
this article of necessary dress goods? We all 
agree and know that the Treasury does not 
need so much revenue from this single line of 
goods, Suppose the duty on silk fabrics was 
reduced to 30 per cent, which, if the importa- 
tion did not increase, but remained ai, suy, 
$38,000,000, as it was in 1884, a revenue of 811. 
400,000 would stil go into the Treasury, and 
the people would buy their silk dress goods 
just 20 per cent cheaper. 

But, then, I shal! be at once gibbeted as a 
Wat Tyler trying to ruin and tear down the 
silk industry of the country, Well, then, let 
me show what protection a 30 per cent duty on 
foreign silk fabrics gives to the home manu- 
facturers. In the first place, the American 
silk manufacturer bas his raw material free. 
Raw sik pays no duty. Secondly, in the cen- 
sus year of 1880, when the price of labor was 
higher thanit is now, the whole silk product of 
the United Siates was $41,033,045 in value. The 
total for labor paid on this value was $9,146,- 
705. Now, suppose we swallow that enormous 
supposition that our silk labor is paid twice as 
much asin Europe; it would follow that in 
order to protect the silk manufacturer at 
home for — labor, paid on $41,000,000 
for silk goods, he should be protected 
by a tax of half the $9,146,705, or $4,578.000; in 
other words a little over 11 per cent. And, be 
it remembered, this is supposing that labor is 
double bere what it is in Europe, which, of 
course, is not the case. Now, is it not monstrous 
that with these pla n tacts and statistics before 
us there sbould be an Opposition to a protection 
of 30 per cent on siiks when the higher paid la- 
bor at even the double price here is only 11 per 
cent? And is it not still more lamentable 
that the workingmen should be made the cat’s- 
paw for a selfish and oppressive taxation when 
their interest in it, even at 80 per cent, is only 
a little more thang one-third.of the protection 
proposed? 

Tne time bas indeed come when these facts 
must be seen in their true light. The pam-

I looked 
at the wood fire and thougnt of the blazing 
blocks in the hall at Bradenham, asked my- 
self whether 1 was indeed in the mountain 
fastness of an Albanian cbief and, shrugging 
my shoulders, went to bed and woke without 
a headache. 


THE NEGRO RACE AS SCRUBS. 


THE VIEWS OF GEN. ROBERT TOOMBS CRIT- 
ICISED BY A COLORED JOURNALIST. 

Editor New York Sun.—Sir: In your issue 
of this day I find an extract from some opin- 
ions on the negro race, as expressed by Gen. 
Robert Toombs to a representative of the At- 
lanta Evening Journal. 

Permit me to say I have great respect for Mr. 
Toombs—not for his learning, humanity, or 
loyalty to bis country, but for his great age 
[be is about 80}. He comes down to us from 
the past; he is therefore a curiosity to the 
present generation, especially the colored 
portion of it. We regard him with rev- 
erence because he is antique, and when 
he opens his mouth to speak we expect 
that be shall express himself out of the past 
as Rip Van Winkle does through Mr. Jefferson. 
If be says anything based upon me great 
changes which have transpired since he went 
to sicep in 1865 and woke up in 1885 which was 
not inspired by bis twenty years’ slumber, we 
are surprised. Gen. Toombs does not surprise 
me by uttering the sentiments published in 
your paper. Had he learned anything since he 
went into ignominious retirement iu 1865 which 
was cheerful, bopeful, and humane 1 should 
bave been surprised. 

To say that the negro is out of place at the 
blackboard, and that his proper place is in the 
cotton-field, is just what we should expect to 
hear from Mr. Toombs, The wealth which sur- 
rounds Mr. Toombs and gives him the leisure 
to traduce his black brother is largely the fruit 
of the sweat and biood of the people he 
maligns. It is a true saying that a good man 
can have no more vindictive enemy than the 
rascal who has wronged and robbed him. Mr. 
Toombs has wronged and robbed my race; I 
do not, therefore, expect him to do us jus- 
tice. 

We may have doubts about the black man 
being out of place at the biackboard, but we 
have none about his fitness to handle a musket 
in defense of the Government. When Gen. 
Toombs was straining all bis resources of brain 
and ill-gotten wealth to disrupt the Feieral 
Union, the black man, instead of working in 
the cotton-fieid or standing before a biack- 
board, was fighting the battles of the Unioa 
200,000 strong. It is, perhaps, Mr. Toombs’ re- 
membrance of the negro behind a musket 
which makes bim feel that he is out of place 
before a biackboard. refiection is enough 
to sour his temper. 

Mr. Toombs is obviously a firm believer in 
the Old Testament, especially the poruon where 
ths seed of Canaan is cursed by a drunken 
part ut. The New Testament philosophy of the 
fatherhood of God and the brotherhood of man 
is utterly rejected by bim. The negro may be 
a “serub race,” but the English Govern- 
ment has not shown this to be the case in

A WORD FROM ONR OF THE REVISERS. 

Prof. George E. Day of the Yale Seminary 
in the Independent: One of the dangers of the 
Old Testament revision arises from what may 
be called a snap judgment. The process is 
somewhat like this: A person turns toa pass- 
age, for example “vanity and vexation of 
spirit.“ the meaning ot which he supposes bim- 
self perfectly to understand, and finds it ren- 
dered “vanity and striving after wind.“ which 
strikes bim as a strange and uncouth render- 
ing, to which, further, be attaches, perhaps, no. 
definit idea; forthwith he expresses his dissat- 
istaction; and if de finds two or three similar 
cases be pronounces the whole work a failure, 
and declares that the old is better.“ But this 
is a very unworthy process. The revisers 
would bave preferred to let the old render 
ing, with which we have all become famil 
jar, remain, if it bad been possible. But 
the simple tact was that the Hebrew word 
never means vexauon.“ Its real meaning is 
desire, striving, or grasping after anything. 
This is supported dy the Chaidee meaning of 
the word in Ezra, v., 17; vii., 18; and especial- 
ly by the Hebrew verb from whiob the noun is 
derived, and which is found witb this siguiaca- 
tion in Hosea, XII., 2: Ephraim feedeth on 
wind "’—i. e., strives or grasps after something 
vain—* and folioweth after the east wind.” 
The real signification of the phrase ** striving 
alter wind, which is the literal rendering of 
the passage, is a vain endeavor. Accordingly, 
the German revision, abandoning the erroneous 
translation of Luther, renders the 
Haschen nach Wind, *catching after wind,” 
and the excellent Norwegian version, pow in 
course of preparation, Higen efter Vind, 
“longing after wind.” If neither the figure 
nor the form of expression appears to us espe- 
cially agreeable, we may have the satisfaction 
of knowing that in the Angio-American, Ger 
mau, and Norwegian revisions we are delivered 
at least from the vexation ’’ of an erroneous 
rendering. 3

“SUNDAY IN CHICAGO.” 

Chicago Freie Presse: We bave been happily

Gus Johnson, an employé who 
slept in the stable, testified that O' Keefe came 
to the stable about 1:30 a. m. inquiring for a 
stolen horse. There was a man with him who 
wore a star and pretended to be an officer. 
They claimed they had been sent by Lieut. 
Duffy to look for the horse. O’Keete 
see med drunk.

LOCAL POLITICS. 
THE CONTEST. 

It is definitly settled that Mayor Harrison's 
might to hola the office of Mayor of Chicago 
will be contested. The papers are in readiness, 
and as soon as Mr. Harrison returns to this 
city and qualifies notice will be served on him. 
The contest will not be begun in the name of 
Judge Smith. It will be brought by a member 
of the Young Commercial Repubiican Club. 
There will be plenty of money subscribed dy 
public-spirited citizens to detray all the ex- 
penses of the suit. The action of the Commit- 
tee of Safety in relation to the transter of the 
ballots and the appointment of watchers indi- 
cates that the members will not be the least 
interested in the proceedings. 

Mr. A. A. Carpenter, the President of the or- 
ganization, said yesterday that be thought 
there ought to be a contest, if only .to deter- 
mine whether there had been fraud, how it 


was carried out, and to what extent. The peo- 
ple of Chicago, be thought, would demand an 
investigation irrespective altogether of the in- 
dividual claims of candidates or their rights in 
the matter. Mr. Curpenter spoke thus having 
no doubt in his mind’s eye the result of the in- 
vestigutions of the agents of the Committee of 
Safety, which goes to prove that at least 2,000 
fraudulent votes were cast in this city iast 
April. Judge Smith, itis hardly necessary to 
say, will heartily codperate with the parties in- 
terested in the contest. 

In this connection it may be mentioned that 
the ioliowing circular was sent to about 150 of 
the most prominent citizens of Chicago yester- 
day. Party distinctions were ignored: 

Dear Str: We have beem requested by a large 
number of citizens to calia conference meeting of 
the active supporters of Judge Bidney Smith in 
the late municipal campaign. 

It seems to be the almost universal belief that 
Judge Sidney Smith was honestly and fairly elected 
as Mayor of Chicago, but by the casting of several 
thousand illegal and fraudulent votes he has been 
deprived of this office, and every voter who sup- 
ported him virtuaily distranchised, 

These things ought not to be. A manly protest 
should be made against the political methods which 
have recently disgraced the name of Chicago, and 
in the interest of public honesty there should be 
a searching investigation into the charges of fraud 
and corruption at the late election, to the erd that 
justice may be done and the supremacy of the law 
maintained.

William J. Dorman, one of the Democratic 
members of the Legislature trom Cloonan’s 
district, wants it understood that he is a Ger- 
man-American.

SEALING THE RETURNS. 

The ballots cast at the last election were 
turned over to City-Clerk Plautz yesterday 
morning, and are now sealed up in two trunks, 
which, are in the upper vault of the City- 
C.erk’s office, guarded by a faithful man. The 
work was done in the presence of ex-City- 
Clerk Neumeister, City-Cierk Plautz, George B. 
Switt, Dan Ray, Ald. Riordan and Simons, 
Jonn Fitzsimmons, the Mayor's clerk, John A. 
King, and John L. Woodward ot the Commit- 
tee of Public Safety, and several other persons. 
One of the three seals on many of the en- 
velopes was broken, but this may have been 
caused by jamming the packages into the 
boxes. In others, no wax bad been used 
for sealing—simply the mucilage. The 
following envelopes were either found open or 
had been sealed up by Neumeister after they 
came into bis bands: Fourth of the Sixth, 
Eighth and Ninth of the Seventh, Fifth of tne 
Eighth, Eleventh ot the Eleventh, Fourth and 
Twelfth of the Twelfth. The envelope of the 
Third of the First was open ia the centre and 
at one end. A bunch of bailots was found 
with nothing to indicate what precinct it be- 
longed to. Neumeister said it came in a box 
which had nothing on it to indicate where it 
belonged. The tickets were put into au en- 
velope, which was seaied up and marked 
“Third of the Fifth,” as that package was 
missing.

Illinois Will Harvest Less than Ten 
Million Bushels of Winter 
‘Wheat. 


Michigan Promises to Furnish 25,000,- 
000 Bushels of Wheat with Fa- 
vorable Weather. 


Damage by the Hessian Fly and the Sey- 
enteen-Year Locust in Various 
Sections. 


SPRINGFIELD, III., June 9.—[Special.]—The 
June report of the Illinois Department of Ar- 
riculture, based upon returns of correspond- 
ents representing each township in the State, 
indicate that there wili be less than 10,000,000 
busbels of winter wheat harvested in Illinois 
this season. The correspondents of the de- 
partment are, as a rule, farmers of extended 
experience and deeply interested in the ac- 
curacy of the returns. A large number of the 


correspondents have been reporting to the de- 


partment during the last nine years, and their 
estimates for a termof years, when compared 
with the subsequent official returns made by 
assessors, have confirmed the superior judg- 
ment and conservative character of the re- 


rte 
The Following information concerning the 
winter-wheat prospects in this State has been 
compiled from the reports of correspondents 
made to the Department of Agricuiture and 
will appear in the monthly crop report soon ta 
be issued. The average condition of winter 
wheat in the Northern, Central, and Southern 
divisions of the State is not as good as the 
Ist day of April. The farmers of the Central 
and Southern divisions of the State are still 
engaged in plowing up winter wheat that gives 
no promise of returning the expense of bar- 
vesting. 4s 

Less than half the area seeded to wheat last 
Tall in the Northern division of the State will 
be harvested, and over two-thirds of the late 
seeding of wheat in the Central Division has 
been plowed up, and less than half the wheat 
in the Southern counties has been left stand- 
ing. In a large number of counties there will 
not be enough wheat burvested for seed and 
consumption. Farmers in some of the leading 
winter-wheat counties find some difficulty in 
obtaining a supply of good seed wheat in their 
respective counties. The following tables ex-

The June condition of winter wheat has not 
been so discouraging in the Northern portion 
of the State for many years as at present. 

CENTRAL DIVISION. 

The average condition of winter wheat is not 
as good as the Ist of May, and is less prom- 
ising than the first day of April. The only 
counties in which the condition of wheat 
gives encouragement for even three-iourths 
of an average yield per acre are as 
follows: Cass, Edgar, Logan, and Piatt. On 
the limited area of wheat that was left stand- 
ing there will be less than half an average 
yield per acre in the following coun- 
ties—viz.: Adams, 31 per cent of an average 
yield per acre; Brown, 46; Champaign, 40: 
Christian, 10; Clark, 35; Coles, 17; Cumber- 
Jand, 32; Douglas, 30; Greene, 34; Hancock, 
47; Jersey, 17;.Macon, 5; Macoupin, 15; Mason, 
42; McDonough, 42; McLean, 37: Moutgomery, 
16: Moultrie, 36; Pike, 8; Sangamon, 17; Scott, 
32; Shelby, 5.

ELSEWHERE. 

LANSING, Mich., June 9.—-[Special.|—For the 
Michigan crop reports to June 1 returns have 
been received from 961 correspondents, repre- 
senting 721 townships. Six hund and fifty 
of these returns are from 429 townships in the 
southern four tiers of counties. Wheat has 
made good growth during the month, and the 
promise now for the southern four tiers of 
counties is for an average yield of 17% 
bushels per acre, or one-fourth of a bushel 
more than the average for the eight years 
1876 to 1883. In the northern counties the 
yield per acre may reach 16 busb- 
els, or nearly one bushel more 
thun the average for eight years. With favor- 
able weather until harvest the aggregate yield 
in the State will be 25,000,000 bushels, and 
may reach 25,250,000 bushels. The first foot- 
ings of Supervisors’ returns from 739 town- 
ships indicate that the present wheat area of 
the State is about 1,500,000 acres. Reports 
have been received of the quantity of wheat 
marketed by farmers during the month of May 
at 164 elevators and mills. In the southern four 
tiers of counties the total number of bushels 
reported marketed is 472,194, of which 225,592 
bushels were marketed in the first or soutbern 
tier of counties, 137,071 bushels in the second 
per, 38.113 busbels in the third tier, 54,093 

ushels in the fourth tier, and 17,325 bushels in 
the counties north of the southern four tiers. 
At twenty-six elevators and mil's, or 16 per 
cent of the whole number from which reports 
have been received, there was no wheat 
marxeted during the month. The total 
number of bushels reported marketed in 


the ten months, August to May, is 8,017,784. | 


This is 32 per cent of the crop of 1884. In 
June, 1884, 39 per cent of the 1883 crop had 
been reported marketed. The area planted to 
corn this year will equal the area planted in 
1884. Ninety-six per cent of the seed used was 
grown in Michigan and 8 per cent of the seed 
failed to grow. The first footings of the sheep 
and wool columns in the reports received from

CHARLOTTE, Mich., June 9.—[{Special.|—The 
wheat has been quite badly damaged in Eaton 
County by two terrific rain-storms which oc- 
curred last week and laid it, otherwise the 
average would have been good. Considerable 
corn has been replanted, owing to the cut- 
worm, which has made its appearance. 

AURORA, Ind., June 8.— [Special. — The wheat 
crop in this (Dearborn) county will be almost 
an entire failure. The prospect for hay, corn, 
and potatoes is very good, and the indications 
are that the yield of fruit of all kinds will be 
the largest known in years. The seventeen- 
year locusts have appeared in thousands, but 
so far have done no damage. 

CRAWFORDSVILLE, Ind., June 9.—| Special. |— 
There was a heavy frost last night in this vi- 
cinity, but the damage was only slight. The 
wheat and corn were not affected any. There 
was a change of 50° intwelve hours. The 
prospect for another frost tonight is good. 

YANKTON, Dak., June r ee the 
good weather continues the flax crop in South- 
ern Dakota this year will be enormous. All 
the farmers are pianting more or less flax, in 
most cases doubling the acreage of last year. 
Corn also is receiving much attention. The 
crop is well up and the farmers are now en- 
gaged in plowing and cultivating it. There 
was an increase in the acreage of wheat in 
South Dakota this year. 

WYANDOTTE, Kas., June 9.—[Speolal. ] — The 
wheat crop in this county is a total failure and 
farmers have commenced replanting. e 
failure is caused by the Hessian fly. 

EAGLE Grove, Ia., June 9.—|Special.|—Re- 
ports covering an area of fifteen counties in 
Central and Northwestern lowa tell that the 
crops generally are all up and doing well. In 
some sections the corn planted early did not 
come up, owing to cold weather last month, 
and had to be replanted. More attention than 
ever before is paid to flax, and general interest 
is felt in the progress of the crop. The indica- 
tions are now that the corn crop will be much 
larger than last year; wheat about the same, 
and other crops a slight increase. 

Mempuis, Tenn., June 9.—The crop report 
for the month of May says: The condition of 
the growing cotton and corn crops in the Mem- 
phis district, which embraces West Tennessee, 
North Arkansas, North Mississippi, and North 
Alabama upto the closing of May presents, 
on the whole, a most flattering prospect.

TRENTON, N. J., June 8.—|Special. |—1n spite 
of the backwardness of the season farmers 
throughout New Jersey report generally fa- 
voradle prospects. Wheat is coming up finely. 
Other grains will do as well. The more im- 
portant truck and fruit crops are not yet far 
enough advanced to make the yield reasonably 
certain, but all the conditions seem favorable 
for large crops. The peach orchards particu- 
larly look well. 

De Wirt, Ark., June?%.—|Special.|—No dam- 
age at all has been done by grasshoppers. 

Kearney, Neb., June 9.—(Special.|—All 
small grains are reported in a favorable con- 
dition in Buffalo, Sherman, Custer, Dawson, 
and Kearney Counties. Corn in some localities 
is not so good a stand as other years, but is of 
fair hight and good color and a large increase 
in acreage. The hay crop will be abundant.

SYSTEMATIC STEALING PUNISHED—D. W. 
PRATT, LATE AGENT FOR THE M’CORMICK 
HARVESTING-MACHINE COMPANY AT ST. 
LOUIS, CONVICTED OF EMBEZZLEMENT, 
AND THE JURY GIVES HIM THREE YEARS 
IN THE PENITENTIARY. 

After being out an hour and a hult the jury, 
in the case of the State vs, Darwin W. Pratt in 
the Criminal Court in St. Louis last week, re- 
turned a verdict declaring the defendant guilty 
of embezzlement as charged, and fixing his 
punishment at three years in the penitentiary. 

Tho case throughout has been a sad one, and 

the wrecks of two once happy bomes are hot 
the least melancholy of its results. About a 
year ago the community was startled at the re- 
port that Hiram H. Post, confidential clerk and 
cashier, employed by Pratt in the St. Louis 
office of the McCormick Harvester & Reaper 
Company, had made a desperate attempt to 
commit suicide. He had out a ghastly wound 
in his throat and was found lying in bis room 
in a great pool of blood. For a time his life 
was despaired of, but he was finally sent to the 
city Hospital and ultimately recovered, and he 
frankly confessed everything. 

At the time of the occurrence of the attempt- 
ed suicide, and for several days thereafter, 
there was no suspicion that Mr. Darwin W. 
Pratt, the agent of the McCormick Company, 
and in whose employ Post was, had been guilty 
of crooked practice. A member of the McCor- 
mick Company went to St. Louis to investigate 
the Post matter, and soon encountered evi- 
dence that convinced him that Mr. Pratt had 
also gone wrong, The latter was removed 
irom his position, and soon afterwards two in- 
dictments were issued against him. An ar- 
rangement to swindle the company bad existed 
between Pratt and Post, and the latter’s at- 
tempt at suicide was caused by Pratt’s failure 
to divide the stealings as he had agreed to. The 
arrangement was that half of the stealings were 
to go to Post, but when it came time for the 
settlement at the end of the year it was found 
that Pratt had drawn all ofthe surplus. Post, 
who had bad the running of the books and 
knew how much there was of the ill-gotten 
money, bad iu the meantime been Increasing 
his expenses, and had been drawing trom the 
cash to make up what he knew was due him 
under his arrangement with Pratt. When he 
found that he was short, that he could get 
nothing from Pratt and could not make up his 
shortage, he resorted to suicide. 

The trial held the attention ot the court for 
several days. Messrs. Charles P. Johnson and 
Smith P. Galt appeared for the State and Mr. 
J. G. Lodge for tne defense. The verdict was 
on One inaictment only.

QUARRELING OVER A CORPSE. 


PROTESTANT WIFE AND CATHOLIC RELA- 
TIVES DISPUTE OVER THE HUSBAND'S 
BODY. 

Ruffalo Correspondence New York Herald: 
At the funeral of the late James V. Hayes this 
afternoon there was a violent dispute between 
the Roman Catholic and Protestant members 
of the family. Hayes was an old citizen and 
an ex-city official. His obsequies were attend- 
ed by a large number of the more distinguished. 
residents. It seems that he was a Catholic in 
belief, while his widow is a Protestant. As 
she says, they consulted over the matter a 
fortnight ago, and he expressed a desire to be 
buried at Forest Lawn, where her bones would 
one day rest beside bis. When tre knowledge 
of this came to the ears of his mother, sister, 
and brother they visited the widow and pro- 


tested that he shonld be buried with the rites | 


of his church, and should be interred at 
Limestone Hill, the Catholic burial-place. In 
order to avoid disturbance the wife told them to 
have auy service they liked so long as he was 
buried where he had requested. This morning 
they desired the remains sent to St. Joseph’s 
Cathedral, but Mrs. Hayes declined. Mass was 
said, however. The service at the house was 
announced for 2 o’clock this afvernoon. The 
relatives heard that a Protestant clergyman 
was to attend, and, going there, made such a 
scene that po service was held. They then de- 
manded that the remains should go to Lime- 
stone Hill. The widow refused this, and the 
dead man’s relatives followed the solemn eor- 
tége all the way to the gates of Forest Lawn, but 
then turned back, still protesting. A delega- 
tion from McMahon Post was present, and the 
Grand Army of the Republic ritual was read. 
The body was left in the vault at the request 
of the widow, who feared it would be removed 
if buried in her family lot. The affair has en- 
gendered a very bitter feeling in the family.

CLOSING OUT UNCLE SAM’S DEBTS AT THE 
RATE OF $100 A MINUTE, 

Night and day, and every day in the year, 
says the Country Gentleman, we are lessening 
the debt $100 a minute. This is about the rate 
at which the United States Government is pay- 
ing off its indebtedness, and is hardly one- 
third as fast as during several previous years. 
But Sico a minute amounts to only $42,560,000 
annually, or scarcely 75 cents, during a whole 
year, tor each of the inhabitants of our great 
country. The most of it, however, is paid by 
the wealthy, who do not feel it, and by a tax 
upon 4 few articles of luxury. But, were it 
equally divided, there are few who would 
not cheerfully contribute this small amount 
(75 cents) for the sake of sustaining the 
splendid reputation our country enjoys 
throughout the world as a prompt, honest, 
debt-paying people. The United States could 
now borrow money at a lower rate of interest 
than any other nation under the sun. There 
are several advantages in this. To name one: 
A nation’s strength depends largely upon its 
ability to provide the “sinews of war.“ of 
which money is the greatest. Great Britain is 
stronger from this cause than from the actual 
number of fighting men she cou!d raise among 
her own population proper. For this reason 
we are able to get along with almost no stand- 
ing army or navy—bDarely enough to act asa 
police force and take care of the fortifications 
to save them from dilapidation, and to keep a 
corps of skilled officers in training for any em- 
ergency that might arise demanding the sud-

How the Question May Be Settled—Prog- 
ress Among the Facts 
of Interest. 


Senator H. L. Dawes of Massachusetts, who, 


as Chairman of the Senate Committee on In- 


dian Affairs, bas been tor some weeks in In- 
dian Territory with its sub-committee to inves- 
tigate the Oklahoma and allied questions, is at 
the Grand Pacific returning home, the work of 
the committee, so faras Indian Territory is 
concerned, having been completed. Later in 
the summer the Dakota reservations will be 


visited. 

“Capt. Couch is correct in his statements 
that there are cattle in the Oklahoma lands,” 
Senator Dawes said yesterday. “They come 
from the Cherokee Strip, which is filled and 
overfiowing with cattle, and to relieve the 
pressure the cattlemen have crowded over 
the border, occupying the lands witbout 
any authority or lease. It is claimed, how- 
ever, they are trying to withdraw from the 
lands. The Creeks with whom the treaty gov- 
erning the settlement of Oklahoma was made 
intimate that they are not Opposed to its modi- 
fication which will throw the land open to gen- 
eral settlement if tne Cherokee Strip, which 
comprises the long, narrow strip between Okla- 
boma and Kansas, and contains 6,000,000 acres, 
is purchased outright by the Government. A8 
it is, they object to the presence of white men 
right in the centre of the Territory, claim- 
ing that they would spread out on the Indian 
lands in every direction.”’ 

What is asked for the Cherokee Strip?“ 

“The Indians have gained very extravagant 
ideas over its value since the cattiemen came 
in, and talk about $5 and $6 an acre. The same 
mistake has been repeated as elsewhere some- 
times in postponing the purchase of land. 
Within the last ten years the land could have 
been purchased at $1 an acre or less. If the 
Government bought it at the price the Indians 
now claim it could not sell it again in pieces at 
so high afigure. It is weil adapted for cattle 
ranges but not for small farms. Oklahoma 
and the Cherokee Strip ought to go together.“ 

WHAT THE SETTLEMENT MEANS. 

„Win not the purchase and settlement of 
the strip be the beginning of the disintegra- 
of the Territory?“ 

„es; it means the eventual wiping out of 
Indian Territory. The end of the Indian as an 
Indian is 
treated as an individual, receiving the proteo- 
tion of and amenable to law. But the problem 
is a great one, and how it will work itself out 
it is now impossible to forecast. Outside what 
five ‘civilized tribes—the 
Cherokees, Creeks, Choctaws, Chickasaws, and 
the Seminoles—there is @ growing feeling in 
tavor of holding lands in severalty. In jearn- 
ing that the Indian has made a great advance, 
for one might as well set up a reed as to give 
an Indian lund who knows notbing of property 
inland. The five civilized tribes are opposed 
to division of their land as a matter of pride 
on account of the great value it is attaining.“ 

“Did you see evidences of a real advaace 
among them?“ 

In the civilized tribes five years has wit- 
nessed a great improvement, which seems to 
be permanent. They largely speak English, 
and have their courts, scbools, and legislative 
bodies where English alone is spoken. There 
are four high-schooils, besides the neighbor- 
hood schools. and thirty to fifty students are 
yearly sentto schools in the States. We vis- 
ited the Cherokees, the Creeks, the 
Chocktaws, and the Chickasaws, and 
saw the chief of the Seminoles. They are 
building houses in place of their wigwams, are 
sending their children to school, and have quit 
fighting. Among these tribes the half-breeds 


are increasing, white men gaining the use ot 


Indian lands free by marrying into the tribes, 
but the full-bloods, I think, are rather 
off. In the outside tri S 
there is not so much inter et 
the fuill-bloods are growing in numbers. No, 
the Indian is not being civilized out of exist- 
once.“ 

„How can the probiem be solved when the 
Indians no longer bave a separate territory?“ 

„As soon as ne can understand the value of 
property put him on land under conditions that 
he cannot alienate its title fora number of 
years, and place him under the same laws as 
other citizens. After that is done with him let the 
rest of his land be disposed of to the whites for 
his benefit. I don’t know of any other policy 
that is just which will relieve the United States 
of the burden of supporting the Indians.” 

TRYING TO SOLVE THE PROBLEM. 

„What can next be donein the settlement of 
the Oklahoma quescon?” 

“Of course the Senate Committee could do 
nothing in negotiation with the Indians regard- 
ing either the Cherokee Strip or the Oklahoma 
lands. All it can do is to report: to the Senate. 
The commission appointed by the President, 
which will go into the Territory later in the 
summer, is authorized to tormulate an agree- 
ment with the Indians which will come before 
Congress at its next session for ratification.” 

„ Did the Creeks talk about a money consida- 
eration for a modification of the Oxlahoma 
treaty? 

„1 heard no such intimation from them. 
They seemed to have no objection to the whites 
occupying Oklahoma if the Cherokee Strip was 
sold. Otherwise they will stubbornly object to 
the whites commg into the country at all. 
They are justifiea in objecting to the white oc- 
cupancy of that little tract, surrounded on all 
sides by Indian lands whicb must be crossed to 
get into it.“ 

Senator Dawes appears tired out and a good 
deal worried over his long investigation among 
the red men, of whom among the Senators he 
has come to be looked upon as a sort of second 
father. The demand of $30,000,000 to $35,000,- 
000 that the tribes will make of the commis- 
sion for the purchase of the Cherokee Strip, 
which has been regarded as an easy solution 
ot the Oklahoma muddle, was regarded by Mr. 
Dawes as a serious stumbling-block in the way 
of its settiement, there being no likelihood of 
an agreement on such an extravagant amount. 

Politically, the Senator was greatly elated 
over the reélection of Gen. Logan, remember- 
ing that it was seldom that a Senatorial contest 
bad aroused such an absorbing interest 
throughout the country as the late Illinois 


election. 


TEARING A CANCER OUT BY THE ROOTS. 

New York, June 7.—L. G. Fairchild, a West- 
chester County farmer, about three months 
ago noticed a small red swelling upon his upper 
lip and classed it as a harmiess pimple. It 
grew steadily, however, and became exceeding- 
ly painful. A physician examined it, diag- 
nosed it asan ordinary boil, and after subject- 
ing 1t to preliminary treatment lanced it. It 
discharged a yellowish pus and bied freely. 
For a time the wound appeared to heal 
and the virulent indications subsided. The re- 
lief was only temporary, however, and after a 
time the inflamed surface began to increase 
and spread with alarming rapidity. In two 
weoks it had extended over the whole left 


cheek and the entire muscle upon that side 
of the face was affected. The local 
physician not being able to settie the natnre of 
the difficulty, and as it did not succumb to the 
usual treatment of absorbents, the patient 
came to this city ac 1 entered the Hannemann 
Hospital.

iliar processes of the occipital bone, and the 
operation assumed new complications, With 
the aid of a pair of bone-forceps all the rough 
edges of bone were carefully removed, until 
every Visible portion appeared to be heaithy. 
The cancer was drawn out from the cheek as 
tar as possible, ana a pair of specially con- 
structed forceps were fastened to it, as close to 
the base as possible. A strong, steady pull was 
then applied to the forceps and the cancer and. 
its roots were drawn out, leaving a large sec- 
tion of quivering flesh. Blood spurted in 
every direction, and it became  neces- | 
sary to apply actual cautery to the 
wounded parts. After much difficulty the 
hemorrbage was controlled, and the wound, 
after every part of affected tissue had been 
removed, was thoroughly washed with an 
antiseptic solution. The other flap was then 
returned to its proper position and stitcbed 
fast to the adjoining parts. The operation 
lasted over three hours, and Mr. Fairchild was 
kept ail the time under the influence of ether. 
He returned to consciousness slowly and suf- 
fered greatly from shock. It was feared that 
he would not ratly after the large loss of blood, 
and there were indications of a collapse. He 
finaily improved, however, so that the imme- 
Giate danger of deuth was past. He has been 
growing stronger daily since the operauon, and 
it is now believed that he will recover. The 
wound is rapidiy healing and bis face will be 
but little disfigured.
